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HERE is an inevitable harvest 

time for all the works of men 

—a harvest of good or a 
harvest of evil, according to what 
men sow. This is so self-evident 
that one marvels at the indiffer- 
ence of individuals to the results 
which will ultimately follow 
what they do and say. The ex- 
planation for such behavior lies 
perhaps in the fact that harvest 
time cannot come until that which 
is planted first germinates, then 
grows to maturity, after which it 
must ripen. It is at first a hidden 
process, and it is a process that 
takes time so that the transforma- 
tion from raw seed to ripe crop 
is not readily detected by casual 
observation. 

In the case of the works of men, 
the time from inception to frui- 
tion may require many years. Be- 
cause this is often true, men are 
slow to believe in the inexorable 
operation of the principle of Di- 
vine law that the harvest will be 
in kind according to the seed 
sown. 

Injurious and health-destroying 
habits may take years to ripen 
into a harvest of impaired health. 
Evil practices may not even reach 
harvest time during one’s own 
life span, for often the evil men 
may do does not come to full 
fruition until many years after 
their death. Nevertheless, they 
will not escape the ultimate har- 
vest time, for a day is coming 
when all must give an account 
of the deeds done in the flesh. 

Knowing this, Paul declared: 
‘*Be not deceived; God is not 
mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap. 
For he that soweth to his flesh 
shall of the flesh reap corruption; 
but he that soweth to the Spirit 
shall of the Spirit reap life ever- 
lasting’’ (Gal. 6: 7-8). Solomon 
confirmed the certainty of a har- 
vest time for evil works when he 
stated: ‘‘He who sows crime will 
reap calamity; The result of his 
work will be ruin’’ (Prov. 22: 8, 
Smith & Goodspeed Trans.). 





The Psalmist places in contrast 
the harvest of righteous persons 
with that of wicked men. He de- 
clares the man is happy who re- 
fuses to take counsel of the un- 
godly, but who delights in the 
Law of the Lord and meditates 
upon it day and night. He is 
likened to a tree planted by a 
stream of water and all that he 
does will come to maturity in 
righteousness. The wicked are not 
like him, for they will not be able 
to stand uncondemned in judg- 
ment. The Psalmist closes with 
the statement: ‘‘For the Lord 
knoweth the way of the right- 
eous: but the way of the ungodly 
shall perish’’ (Ps. 1: 6). 

But harvest time is not confined 
to individuals alone. Nations and 
kingdoms are also moving on to 
their harvest time. Condemning 
evil aggressors, Jesus declared: 
“All they that take the sword 
shall perish with the sword."’ 

A study of history reveals that 
all of the world’s great empires 
that sowed the seeds of violence, 
taking up the sword in evil ag- 
gression, perished by the sword. 
There are no exceptions to this 
rule in modern times. Germany, 
under the Kaiser, followed by 
Hitler, along with his partner 
Mussolini of Italy, went down 
into defeat and ruin. Today Soviet 
Russia and Communist China, 
unmindful of the lessons of his- 
tory, are marching with sword in 
hand against peaceful peoples in 
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their savage quest for world 
domination. They too will perish 
when their time of harvest comes. 

The evil planting of these ag- 
gressors must first come to full 
fruition; then the Lord of Hosts 
declares: ‘‘I will call for a sword 
against him throughout all m 
mountains, saith the Lord God: 
every man’s sword shall be against 
his brother. And I will plead 
against him with pestilence and 
with blood”’ (Ez. 38: 21-22). This 
is followed by a description of the 
complete overthrow of these evil 
forces, with the result that God 
will become known in the eyes of 
many nations. 

Little do the men in the Krem- 
lin and at Peiping realize that the 
time is er om, when the 
Angel with a‘sharp sickle in his 
hand, as seen by John in vision, 
is to commence the great reaping 
of the harvest of the earth. The 
command is given: “Thrust in 
thy sharp sickle, and gather the 
clusters of the vine of the earth; 
for her grapes are fully ripe. And 
the Angel thrust in his sickle into 
the earth, and gathered the vine 
of the earth, and cast it into the 
great winepress of the wrath of 
God"’ (Rev. 14: 18-19). 

There is great significance in 
the fact that, prior to this reaping 
for the winepress of the wrath of 
God, John beheld a marvelous 
sight: ‘‘And I looked, and be- 
hold a white cloud, and upon the 
cloud one sat like unto the Son 
of man, having on his head a 
golden crown, and in his hand a 
sharp sickle’’ (Rev. 14: 14). An- 
other angel announced: ‘“Thrust 
in thy sickle, and reap: for the 
time is come for thee to reap’’ 
(Rev. 14: 15). His is to be a very 
special harvest from the earth, 
after which the second reaping by 
the Angel of God's wrath will 
take place. The Son of man will 
reap His own harvest of the right- 
eous, gathering to Himself those 
who are to be spared the agoniz- 
ing experience symbolized by the 
winepress of Divine wrath. 
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§ YOU READ Destiny it will be helpful to bear in mind

Third World War Wuen witt World War III be- 

gin? That is a question often 
asked and its answer will be better understood if it is 
preceded by a clarification of terms. In the first place, 
what is war? It is defined as a contest between or among 
nations or states; any act or state of hostility; enmity; to 
be in any state of active opposition. Such a struggle, in its 
inception, may not necessarily be manifest by the deploy- 
ment of armed forces on the field of battle. But this does 
not alter the fact that a state of war does exist if there is 
enmity to the point where acts of violence are committed 
by either side against the other. 

Within two or three years after the end of World War 
II, it became apparent to keen observers that a state of 
war existed between Soviet Russia and the Western na- 
tions. The fact that the conflict was labeled a “cold war” 
was a near admission of this. The designation, “‘cold war,”’ 
however, was merely an escapist ruse to avoid acknowledg- 
ing the whole truth. Either cold or hot, it is war, and, as 
much as anything else, the adjective “‘cold” simply defined 
public indifference to the full seriousness of the circum- 
stances confronting our nation. 

The perpetration of acts of violence by the armed forces 
of Soviet Russia and her satellites in the shooting down of 
our planes, the imprisonment of our nationals and the 
holding of kidnapped hostages were all actually opening 
skirmishes in World War III. The hostile attitude of the 
Kremlin and its satellites toward the West has increased 
during the past few years until today the conflict has 
reached the stage where armies are active on the field of 
battle. 

It does not alter circumstances that soldiers of Soviet 
Russia herself are not yet fighting on these battlefields; it 
is sufficient to know that the Kremlin is directing the 
strategy, using the armies of its satellites in the early 
stages of this war. This was made quite clear recently in 
that it is the Kremlin and Peiping with whom the Western 
world must negotiate truces although it is the soldiers of 
the satellite forces who are fighting the battles. 

Was the Korean conflict a purely local disturbance or 
was it a part of the global military phase of World War 
III? In the light of recent developments, there is only one 
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answer. All of these armed clashes, regardless of the size 
of the territorial limits, are part of a world-wide program 
in the waging of war “Russian style” and, therefore, they 
are major skirmishes in World War III. As pointed out in 
Destiny for November 1952: 


“For some time now Destiny has been pointing out that we 
are definitely at war with Soviet Russia, regardless of the state- 
ments being made by politicians at Washington. The mere fact 
that the shooting phase of the war is confined to the Korean 
battle front in no way alters this fact, for Soviet Russia has made 
an aggressive attack against us simply by using North Koreans 
and Chinese Reds for this purpose. 

“We have allowed Soviet Russia to hide behind the fiction that 
it is the North Koreans who are fighting us while the Kremlin 
remains neutral. . . . Will we wait and continue to play the 
Soviet game until the Kremlin feels conditions are ripe for them 
to strike at us from many fronts?”’ 


What about Indo-China? What was not acknowledged 
in regard to the Korean war can no longer be ignored, for 
the Red hand of Communism grabbing at that new 
territory, following the Korean pattern, has been openly 
displayed at Geneva where it was necessary to deal with 
the Red Chinese Chou En-lai. The final outcome appears 
certain with Pierre Mendes-France, temporarily heading 
the miserably weak French government, negotiating 
“terms” with the Far Eastern victors. Thus do small 
nations and strategic territories fall, one by one, into the 
clutches of International Communism. 

Apart from actual military moves, Communist agents 
have infiltrated Western governments with the purpose of 
destroying them from within. The objective is to make 
preparations within Western countries so that, when the 
time comes for military moves to be made, the means and 
the will to resist will be gone. 

Moscow is also engineering the movement known as the 
Mau Mau reign of terror at present confined to the conti- 
nent of Africa. This is also a part of the world-wide pro- 
gram of disruption, directed by Russian agents. As pointed 
out in The Weekly Review for May 21, 1954, unless the West 
awakens to the seriousness of this menace, and moves to 
counteract it, we may awaken one day to find that the 
Mau Mau terror has spread from Africa to colored people 
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in American and European cities, for agencies have already 
been organized for this purpose. 

Unless forced by circumstances to move before she is 
ready, Soviet Russia will await her most favorable oppor- 
tunity to strike a sudden, disastrous military blow at the 
West. When that day comes it will jolt the world into a 
realization that the failure to recognize the magnitude of 
the present struggle from its inception has contributed 
much to the successes obtained in the initial phases of the 
war. The Anglo-Saxon world has, for far too long, played 
into the hands of a deadly foe whose only purpose is to 
annihilate all who will not conform with his ideological 
beliefs and subscribe to his terms of enslavement. 





June 28, 1954 Forty YEARS AGo, on June 28, 1914, 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand of Aus- 
tria was assassinated. Thirty days later the clash of arms 
ushered in World War I. Many did not realize at the time 
that the assassination of the Archduke would mark a date 
that would go down in history as the commencement of 
World War I. However, this assassination turned out to 
be the match lighting the fuse that set in motion a train of 
events which exploded into a world war thirty days later. 
Today. international incidents do not precipitate wars 
as they once did; wars are no longer declared merely to 
satisfy a nation’s honor. No matter how great the griev- 
ance, a modern nation at peace hesitates to lay its hand 
upon its sword. This is because war itself has become a 
terrible means of mass annihilation, not only of great 
armies, but of civilian populations as well. War’s devasta- 
tion is now so widespread and so great that governments 
wishing to preserve peace will go to almost any lengths to 
avoid open conflict on the field of battle, even to overlook- 
ing gross insults. 

Nevertheless, so long as tyrants continue to foment strife 
among nations, the clouds of threatening war hang low 
over mankind, only awaiting the day when some fateful 
step will again trigger unavoidable military conflict. Will 
the events which have taken place on the 40-year anni- 
versary date of the Sarajevo assassination— June 28, 
1954 — also light a fuse that will eventually bring to a 
climax the present strained relations among the nations of 
the world today? Time must give the answer to this ques- 
tion, as it did in 1914. But of this we can be certain: the 
world has moved perceptibly nearer to the day of crisis as 
the result of decisions made at this time. 

Two major communiques were issued on June 28, 1954 
— one in Washington and the other in New Delhi. The 
first was the result of the conference held between British 
Prime Minister Churchill and President Eisenhower. The 
second was the result of a conference between Prime 
Minister Nehru of India and the Chinese Premier Chou 
En-lai. 

In the article titled ‘“‘Deliverance Through Trouble” 
(this issue), the importance of the Washington Conference 
is shown. The extent to which decisions are being made 
through fear of what is inevitable was clearly illustrated 
in Sir Winston Churchill’s radio-TV-press conference, 
held in Washington on June 28th, when he urged a “real 
good try” at peaceful coexistence with Soviet Russia and 
Red China, warning that war would leave us “‘victorious 
on a heap of ruins.”” However, he is overlooking a funda- 
mental fact. In the history of God’s dealings with His people 
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it is repeatedly shown that when our cause is just and we 
do what God requires of us, a “‘victory”’ such as Churchill 
envisions “‘on a heap of ruins” would never eventuate. If 
the God of our forefathers enters the conflict with us, 
triumph without destruction is assured. 

The Lord God has promised that when we conform 
with the requirements that will enable Him to accompany 
our armies into battle, our enemies will fall before us. 
Because the heads of the governments of Great Britain 
and the United States lack that assurance today, appre- 
hension concerning the outcome of their deliberations 
actuates them in all of their decisions to the detriment of 
the security of the people. 

Unity of action by Washington and London was dealt 
a severe blow in the inability to formulate a policy of 
mutual cooperation regarding Red China and a Pacific 
defense pact. The international repercussions from this 
failure will be very far-reaching and materially contribute 
to increasing the developing international crisis. 

At the same time that these important developments 
were coming to focus in Washington, D. C., the Chinese 
Premier, Chou En-lai, was conferring with Nehru in New 
Delhi, India. Newsweek for July 12, 1954 speculated upon 
what was discussed between these two and suggested that 
the harmony the newspapers seemed to imply did not 
actually exist. Nehru wanted assurances that there would 
be no further Chinese expansion; evidently Chou En-lai 
was lukewarm toward giving any such guarantee, pointing 
out that the People’s Government was determined to pur- 
sue its own policies regardless of India’s objection. 

With the close of this conference on June 28th, Chou 
flew from New Delhi to Rangoon, Burma, on the same 
day for secret talks with Burmese Premier U Nu. He.left 
Rangoon the next day (June 29th) to return to Peiping 
with a June 30th stopover in Hong Kong. 

Also on June 28th the first Communist China business 
mission to Britain arrived in London. This was a nine-man 
delegation for the purpose of opening trade negotiations 
with the British. The next day (June 29th) the French 
High Command disclosed that it intended to evacuate 
Namdinh Province in the lower Red River Delta and 
leave it to the Communist-led Viet Minh rebels without a 
fight. 

At this writing it is too early to properly appraise the 
full significance of all of these major developments. These 
important decisions will have a most profound effect upon 
the global aspect of the conflict now raging between the 
East and the West. The difficulties which have arisen 
between the governments of Great Britain and the United 
States at this critical juncture are playing right into the 
hands of the Reds, who are pushing their conquests on 
both the diplomatic and battle fronts without fear of 
concerted action against them. A worsening world situa- 
tion has become increasingly apparent since June 28th — 
the 40th anniversary of the beginning of World War I. 





‘Planned World On Wepnespay, April 14, a 

, Senate Majority Leader William F. 
Revolution. Knowland, by unanimous consent 
of the Senate, read into the Senatorial record what pur- 
ports to be an outline of Mao Tse-tung’s memorandum on 
the new program for world revolution. It was carried to 
Moscow by Chou En-lai in March 1953. Now that Chou 
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En-lai has emerged as a key figure in the Far Eastern 
activities of Communist China, this program designed for 
global rule by 1973 should be given wide circulation. A 
careful study of the plan will throw much light on Com- 
munist activities and should thoroughly disillusion those 
western nations which still hope to come to peaceful terms 
with these evil aggressors. The report follows, with the 
eleven headlines as given in the Congressional Record of 
April 29, 1954, page 5404: 


Asia To Be the Immediate Goal 


“Due to the profound leadership of Comrade Stalin, amazing 
achievements have been made in the great task of world revolu- 
tion. The success that has been attained both in Europe and in 
Asia after World War II is entirely attributable to Comrade 
Stalin’s able and correct guidance and direction. May his 
wisdom still guide us. 

“It appears that time has come that we have to look upon 
Asia as our immediate goal. Under the present circumstances, 
any vigorous action in Europe, such as internal revolution, 
effective infiltration, or intimidation into inaction or submission, 
is now impossible (Communist terminology is different, this 
represents what it really means), more forcible measures may 
bring about a war. In Asia, on the contrary, such tactics will 
yield an abundant harvest. 


World War To Be Temporarily Avoided 


“There is no assurance of victory because of the higher rate of 
industrial production and larger stockpile of atomic weapons on 
the part of the capitalist countries, incompletion of antiatomic 
defenses of the industrial areas and oil installations in the Soviet 
Union, and immaturity of China’s agricultural and industrial 
developments. Consequently, we have to, until we are certain of 
victory, take a course which will not lead to war. 


Diplomatic Offensive 


“The United States must be isolated by all possible means. 

“Britain must be placated by being convinced that there is 
possibility of settling the major issues between the East and the 
West and that the Communists and the capitalist countries can 
live in peace. Opportunities for trade will have a great influence 
on the British mind. 

“In the case of France, her warweariness and fear of Germany 
must be thoroughly exploited. She must be made to feel a sense 
of greater security in cooperating with us than with the western 
countries. 

“Japan must be convinced that rearmament endangers instead 
of guaranteeing her national security and that, in case of war, 
the American forces distributed all over the world cannot spare 
sufficient strength for the defense of Japan. Rearmament is, 
therefore, an expression of hostility toward her potential friends. 
Her desire to trade will offer great possibilities for steering Japan 
away from the United States. 


Military Preparedness 


“As a final goal, there should be in east and southeast Asia 
(after these areas are liberated) 25 million well trained men who 
can be immediately mobilized. These men are to be held in 
readiness for emergency. They will achieve two purposes. On 
the one hand they will force the capitalist countries to keep on 
increasing defense expenses until economic collapse overtakes 
them. On the other hand, a mere show of force, when time is 
ripe, will bring about the capitulation of the ruling cliques of the 
countries to be liberated. 


The Korean War 


_ “The important reason that we cannot win decisive victory 
in Korea is our lack of naval strength. Without naval support, 
we have to confine our operations to frontal attacks along a line

limited by sea. Such actions always entail great losses and are 
seldom capable of destroying the enemy. In March 1951 I sug- 
gested to Comrade Stalin to make use of the Soviet submarines 
in Asia under some arrangement that the Soviet Union would 
not be apparently involved in the war. Comrade Stalin pre- 
ferred to be cautious lest it might give the capitalist imperialism 
the pretext of expanding the war to the Continent. I agreed with 
his point of view. 

‘Until we are better equipped for victory, it is to our advantage 
to accept agreeable terms for an armistice. 


Formosa 


“Formosa must be incorporated into the People’s Republic of 
China because of the Government’s commitment to the people. 
If seizure by force is to be avoided for the time being, the entry 
of the Chinese People’s Government into the United Nations 
may help solve this problem. If there should be serious obstacles 
to the immediate transfer of Formosa to the control of the 
People’s Government, a United Nations trusteeship over Formosa 
as an intermediary step could be taken into consideration. 


Indochina 


‘We shall give the maximum assistance to our comrades and 
friends in Indochina. The experiences we have had in Korea 
should enrich their knowledge in fighting for liberation. The 
case of Indochina cannot be compared with that of China. In 
Indochina, as in Korea, there is serious intervention of the 
capitalist bloc, while in China there was nothing so direct and 
vigorous. The experiences in Korea tell us that so long as there is 
foreign intervention and so long as we have no naval support, 
military operations alone cannot achieve the objective of 
liberation. 

“The military operations in Indochina should be carried out 
to such an extent as to make the war extremely unpopular among 
the French people and to make the French and Americans 
extremely hateful among the Indochinese people. The object 
is to force the French to back out of Indochina, preferably through 
the face-saving means of an armistice. Once foreign intervention 
is out of the picture, vigorous propaganda, infiltration, forming 
united fronts with the progressive elements in and outside the 
reactionary regimes will accelerate the process of liberation. A 
final stroke of force will accomplish the task. Two years may be 
needed for this work. 


Burma, Thailand, Indonesia, and Malay Peninsula 


**After the liberation of Indochina, Burma will fall in line as 
good foundation has already been laid there. ‘The then reactionary 
ruling clique in Thailand will capitulate and the country will 
be in the hands of the people. The liberation of Indonesia, which 
will fall to Communist camp as a ripe fruit, will complete the 
circle around the Malay Peninsula. 

“The British will realize, under these circumstances, the 
hopelessness of putting up a fight and will withdraw as quickly 
as they can. We expect that the whole process will be completed 
in or before 1960. 


Japan and India 


“By 1960 China’s military, economic and industrial power 
will be so developed that with a mere show of force by the 
Soviet Union and China, the ruling clique of Japan will capitu- 
late and a peaceful revolution will take place. We must be on 
guard against the possibility that the United States will choose 
to have war at this moment. She may even want the war earlier. 
The defensive and offensive preparations of the Soviet Union 
and China must, therefore, be completed before 1960. Whether 
we can prevent the United States from starting the war depends 
upon how much success we have in isolating her and how 
effective is our peace offensive. If the war can be averted, the 
success of our plan of peaceful penetration for the other parts of 
Asia is almost assured. 
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“In the case of India, only peaceful means should be adopted. 
Any employment of force will alienate ourselves from the Arabic 
countries and Africa, because India is considered to be our friend. 


Arabic Countries and Africa 


“After India has been won over, the problems of the Philip- 
pines and the Arabic countries can be easily solved by economic 
cooperation, alliances, united fronts, and coalitions. This task 
may be completed in 1965. Then a wave of revolution will sweep 
over the whole continent of Africa and the imperialists and the 
colonizationists will be quickly driven into the sea. In fact this 
powerful movement may have been under way much earlier. 

“With Asia and Africa disconnected with the capitalist coun- 
tries in Europe, there will be a total economic collapse in Western 
Europe. There capitulation will be a matter of course. 


The United States 


“Crushing economic collapse and industrial breakdown will 
follow the European crisis. Canada and South America will 
find themselves in the same hopeless and defenseless condition. 
Twenty years from now, world revolution will be an accomplished 
fact. If the United States should ever start a war, she would do 
so before the liberation of Japan, the Philippines, and India. 
The courses of action in that event are outlined in the memo- 
tandum on military aid.” 


This is an Asiatic Mein Kampf and, like Hitler’s openly- 
advertised plan of action, may be ignored in high places 
where it should receive careful attention. Parts of this pro- 
gram have already been followed. Just as the outline of 
procedure indicates, Britain is being placated by being 
convinced of the possibility of settling the major issues 
between the West and the East. This is confirmed by recent 
utterances by Sir Winston Churchill. How true it is that 
“opportunities for trade’”’ have had “‘a great influence on 
the British mind.” 

French fears of a resurgent Germany and her war weari- 
ness have been effectively exploited. Indochina is falling 
into the hands of the Reds according to plan and there is 
every likelihood of the unhindered advance of the remain- 
ing parts of this Far-Eastern pattern. 

The Western nations will have only themselves to blame 
if revolution engulfs the world according to this Asiatic 
design if they continue to pursue policies which actually 
contribute to the successful completion of this timetable.

. Russia’s hand? In The Weekly Review 
Aggression, =. July 2, 1954 it is intimated that 
the Kremlin is no longer the boss but that the Red Chinese 
are calling the terms; that the Russians are being forced 
to concede to Chinese demands as Peiping has taken the 
initiative in Asia. It is pointed out that at Geneva on 
essential matters Molotov had to submit drafts of his 
speeches to Chou En-lai before they were delivered, but 
that Chou did not necessarily submit drafts of what he was 
going to say to Molotov. 

This state of affairs lends itself to some very interesting 
speculation. For a long time Destiny has directed atten- 
tion to what the Scriptures say concerning a sudden move 
on the part of Gog, i.e., Soviet Russia, into the Middle 
East — a move that she will make before she is actually 
ready, being forced by circumstances to act ahead of 
schedule. Is China going to supply the circumstances, as a 
result of initial successes in Korea and Indo-China, that 
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will force the Kremlin to act? Will coming moves on the 
part of Chou En-lai compel Moscow to give the command 
that will suddenly send the Russian hordes southward in 
an all-out drive into the Middle East? 

About the turn of the Twentieth Century men were 
having much to say about the “yellow peril.” The as- 
cendancy of Chou En-lai and Red China now brings this 
aspect of great tribulation into sharper focus. ‘There is much 
to substantiate the conclusion that Chou is drunk with 
his diplomatic success and military victories. It is stated 
that he has no fear of atomic weapons and it is to be 
wondered if the Kremlin will be able to hold him back 
from following up his present successes with further con- 
quests. Is it possible that Chou’s dreams of the expansion 
of his domain will bring into being the peril visualized by 
men of foresight a half-century ago? 

Soviet Russia is responsible for the awakening of the 
heathen. Having now opened Pandora’s box, the Kremlin 
is no longer sole master of Communist destiny. It is quite 
interesting to note that God, through Ezekiel, declares, 
“TJ will bring thee forth.” This indicates an involuntary 
move on the part of Soviet Russia; it alludes to something 
that forces them to invade the Middle East ahead of their 
time schedule. It is very likely that Red China’s present 
nationalistic and military mood may be used by God to 
force Soviet Russia to march south. The events of the next 
few months will bear close scrutiny.

thirteen reasons why the United States 
Ager — is opposed to Communist China being 
admitted to the UN. The American people will heartily 
agree that the contention is not whether or not China is 
controlled by Communists or Nationalists; the determining 
factor is that the conduct of the Chinese Communists 
makes it impossible to accept as a member of the UN a 
barbarian aggressor who is trying to shoot his way into 
that organization. Following is a condensation of Mr. 
Lodge’s thirteen points, as published in the Boston Adver- 
tiser for July 11, 1954: 


7) The Peiping regime is guilty of flagrant aggression on 
three counts. (A) It sent a million soldiers into Korea to fight 
UN forces. (B) It committed concealed aggression in Indochina 
by the training, directing and equipping of Vietminh troops. It 
also occupied defenseless Tibet. (c) It is guilty of internal aggres- 
sion against the Chinese people in murdering up to 15 million of 
them since 1949 and transforming all China into a police state. 

2) The Peiping regime betrayed the Chinese people by 
abject submission to the Kremlin. Soviet advisors, officers and 
commissars disguised as ‘technicians’ are to be found everywhere. 
When they cry ‘Asia for the Asians,’ it means conquering Asia 
for Russia. 

**3) The Chinese Communists have affronted the self-respect 
of the Chinese people and shocked world opinion by their 
barbarous treatment of foreign nationals. Hundreds of foreign 
residents have been arrested on false charges. Some have been 
killed or died in jail from brutal treatment. 

“4) The Peiping regime has violated the normally accepted 
standards of international conduct through international pro- 
motion of drug addiction. At present the Chinese Communists 
appear to be using this weapon increasingly to weaken anti- 
Communist nations through subversion by debauchery.

O OF THE most controversial 
chapters in the Bible are the 
seventh and eighth chapters of 

The Gospel According to St. John. Chapter 
seven tells about Jesus’ conflict with 
Jewry at the Feast of the Tabernacles. 

In the midst of the feast Jesus went 
up into the Temple and taught. When 
the Pharisees and the chief priests 
learned that many of the people were 
believing on Him, they were so en- 
raged that they sent officers to arrest 
Him. The officers loitered and listened 
to Jesus and finally returned without 
laying hands on the Master. The chief 
priests and Pharisees said to the offi- 
cers, ““Why have you not brought 
him?” 

The officers answered, “‘Never man 
spake like this man.” Then the Phari- 
sees put these questions to the officers: 
“Are you also deceived? Have any of 
the rulers or of the Pharisees believed 
on him?” Their words implied, What 
more evidence do you need? If the 
rulers and Pharisees do not believe on 
Christ, you should be convinced that 
he is not from God. 

Now let us suppose that all the peo- 
ple of that generation had accepted 
the verdict of the chief priests. Who 
among us can measure the conse- 
quences of such a decision? The 
Christian Gospel would never have 
been proclaimed, nor would its power 
have been made available to mankind. 
Christianity, therefore, was not insti- 
tuted by the rulers and clerical leaders 
of Jesus’ day. In fact, they pronounced 
curses upon all who professed an 
interest in the Person and work of 
Jesus Christ. There never would have 
been a Christian Era if its beginning 
had depended upon the state officials 
and religious leaders of that time. 

From its very inception the promul- 
gation of our glorious faith was largely 
the work of laymen. Men and women 
witnessed to the things they had seen 
and heard. Many believed through 
their word. Thus the great movement 
began. 

Jesus called twelve comparatively 
unknown men from their humble 
tasks to serve as His disciples. He did 
not send them to the doctors of law 
and the priests for training — not even 
to the Temple for lectures. He took 
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them out with Him day by day; He 
taught them basic spiritual principles 
and Kingdom laws as He trained them 
in the practical knowledge of minister- 
ing to the needs of suffering and sor- 
rowing humanity. Although their 
teaching was from the highest source 
in the universe, it was outside of the 
established order. It was for this reason 
that the authorities considered the 
disciples “unlearned and _ ignorant 
men.” That is equivalent to calling 
the renowned evangelist, Dwight L. 
Moody, an unlearned and ignorant 
man merely because he never attended 
a college or a theological seminary. 

The disciples, with the exception of 
Judas Iscariot, learned the things 
Jesus wanted them to know. They 
became Apostles of the faith which was 
delivered first to the saints of old, and 
in their day was manifested fully in 
the death and resurrection of Jesus 
the Savior. 

Priests and preachers have played 
great roles in the Divine Plan. So 
much so, indeed, that we have scarcely 
noticed the long list of prominent 
Biblical characters who do not classify 
officially in either of these professions. 
For example, Abraham, the father of 
our Israel-Christian faith, was not of 
a priestly order. Yet he was party of 
the second part in a Divine covenant, 
an everlasting and unconditional na- 
tional covenant, which guides Anglo- 
Saxon destiny to this day. Abraham 
was a man of wealth and influence 
who consorted with the kings and 
princes of many lands; but he paid 
his tithes to Melchizedek and held no 
priestly office. Nevertheless, he was a 
man chosen of God for a purpose so 
tremendous in its outreach that it 
affects all the nations and peoples of 
the earth. Modern priests and ministers 
of the churches have yet to compre- 
hend the place of Abraham and the 
covenant in world history, not only in 
the past, but in the present and future. 

Like Abraham, Isaac and Jacob 
belonged to no priestly caste. Isaac 
lives on in the Saxon name, according 
to the promise that the covenant race 
would be called eventually “‘in Isaac” 
(Gen. 21: 12). In this twentieth cen- 
tury we find the true Israelites of the 
northern Kingdom calling themselves 
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Gentiles, Saxons and Christians, all 
the while denying that they bear any 
relation to ancient Israel and the Old 
Testament covenants. Actually they 
would not be the leading Christian 
peoples of the world today if they were 
not of Israel lineage. Jesus Himself 
said, “I am not sent but unto the lost 
sheep of the house of Israel’? (Matt. 
15: 24). He commissioned His disciples 
to “go rather to the lost sheep of the 
house of Israel’? (Matt. 10: 6). 

The “lost sheep” were not the Jews 
or house of Judah, for this segment of 
Israel had never been lost as to their 
identity. Obviously Jesus referred to 
the tribes of the northern Kingdom of 
Israel. Their capital was Samaria; it 
never was Jerusalem after the revolt 
and division following Solomon’s 
death. They had been cast off and 
given a bill of divorcement around 721 
B.c., but now the time was at hand 
for their redemption. Hence Jesus said 
to His disciples, ““Go find my sheep.” 

The Pharisees had at least a vague 
idea of Jesus’ intent, as we know from 
their questions in John 7: 35: ““Then 
said the Jews among themselves, 
Whither will he go, that we shall not 
find him? Will he go unto the dis- 
persed among the Gentiles, and teach 
the Gentiles?” In this last question the 
Jews referred, not to themselves, but 
to the Ten Tribes who had settled 
among the Gentiles in the centuries 
following the Assyrian Captivity. The 
separate existence and location of the 
Ten Tribes were known to the Jews 
of that day, as their own records show, 
notwithstanding present denials of 
such knowledge. How much preachers 
and people have yet to learn about 
our own history! 

And what shall we say of Joseph — 
the lad who was loved overmuch by 
his father Jacob and hated by his 
brothers? His ministry in the Divine 
Plan was not at the altar but in the 
field of statesmanship. Christians today 
honor him, not solely for his distin- 
guished career as prime minister of 
Egypt, but as a rare example of noble 
character. However, Christians as a 
whole are not informed about other 
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important facts concerning Joseph’s 
part in God’s over-all plan. As Judah 
was God’s sanctuary at the time of 
Christ’s First Advent, so Joseph is to 
be His dominion in the latter days 
leading up to the Second Advent of our 
Lord. Joseph is a fruitful bough —a 
great people and a multitude of na- 
tions — whose branches run over the 
wall to the end that all the families of 
the earth may know the bounty and 
blessings of the Lord God. (See Gen. 
48; 49: 22-26; Deut. 33: 13-17; I 
Chron. 5: 1-2.) 

Moses was a man of such genius 
that one hesitates to call him a layman. 
Nevertheless, his forte was administra- 
tion of law; his brother Aaron ad- 
ministered the sacraments and was the 
first high priest of the Levitical priest- 
hood which he founded. Moses was 
the stronger character of the two. It 
was Moses the layman who had to 
rescue Aaron and the people from the 
wrath of God engendered by their 
shameful worship of the golden calf. 
It was Moses whom God called to 
Mount Sinai and there commissioned 
him to codify the Divine statutes and 
establish “an holy nation,” the King- 
dom of God, on the earth (Ex. 19). 
Moses was more than a layman in that 
he was also a prophet, for we read in 
Deuteronomy 34: 10, “And there 
arose not a prophet since in Israel like 
unto Moses, whom the Lord knew 
face to face. . . .”’ The distinction be- 
tween the functions of priest and 
prophet suggested by this statement 
will be clarified later in the discussion. 

Joshua succeeded Moses as Israel’s 
leader. Concerning this period, The 
New Analytical Bible says: 


“As about to enter upon their national 
career in their own’ land, Israel stands 
alone among the nations of the world in 
one important respect, i.e, that their 
institutions, religious and civil, for the 
conduct of the nation, have been formu- 
lated. Their national history, that has 
changed the course of the world, is about 
to begin.” (Page 267.) 


God prepares the man for the hour. 
Conquest of the Promised Land was 
next on God’s agenda, so He had a 
man with military prowess ready to 
take over. Although the priests min- 
istered at the altar during those 
troublous years, it was Joshua the com- 
mander who warned and prodded the 
people to take a stand on God’s side; 
it was he who called them frequently 
to special services of worship and 
prayer. 
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The Judges served during a period 
of widespread idolatry. They were 
special deliverers sent in answer to 
Israel’s plea for Divine help. The chief 
military Judges were Othniel, Ehud, 
Deborah and Barak, Gideon, Jeph- 
thah, Samson. Deborah was both 
judge and prophet. Samuel, the last 
of the Judges, was head of the state 
and the only one who officiated in the 
three offices of judge, priest and 
prophet. 

The great kings of Israel and Judah 
were not priests; their main business 
was government. In the reconstruction 
era following the Babylonian Cap- 
tivity, Ezra was a priest and Nehemiah 
was a governor. It is interesting to 
note also that some of the major and 
minor prophets were priests and others 
were not. For instance, Daniel was a 
statesman and prophet but not a 
priest; Zechariah was priest as well as 
prophet. Ezekiel was a priest. Amos 
was a herdsman and a dresser of trees. 
He told his enemy, Amaziah the priest, 
that while he was not trained in the 
prophetic schools, God had called him 
to deliver a message to the people. 

What, then, is a prophet? And how 
does his work differ from that of a 
priest or minister of the church? It is 
believed generally that the word 
prophecy means “‘prediction.’”? We have 
thought that a prophet is one who 
predicts and, if he does not predict, he 
is not a prophet. The following excerpts 
from The New Analytical Bible shed 
much light on this subject: 


“The effect of this mistaken use of the 
terms has been to misjudge the great work 
of the Hebrew prophet and to misunder- 
stand the real significance of prophecy. 
A more careful study of the subject will 
clearly show that the Bible uses the words 
prophet and prophecy in a very different way. 
They signify very much more than what 
is conveyed by the word prediction. The 
prophet is the mouthpiece of Jehovah in 
uttering the Divine message committed 
to him, and as such is a messenger. . . . 

‘Prophecy is instruction and the prophet 
is a teacher. Through him Jehovah re- 
vealed His will. He instructed, rebuked, 
denounced and predicted coming judg- 
ments, desolations, deliverance, the coming 
Redeemer. It was all a part of the message, 
of the instruction he was commissioned 
to impart. It was this broader fact that 
constituted him a prophet and not the 
particular fact that the message contained 
predictions.” (Page 854.) 


The prophet was the outstanding 
man of the nation. We know of no 
clearer statement of the prophet’s 


place and function in the life of Israel] 
than is found in the Analytical Bible’s 
introduction to The Book of Isaiah. It 
reads in part as follows: 


*““He was the messenger of Jehovah, the 
moral and religious teacher of his time. 
The priests merely taught the rites to be 
performed, while the prophets drew out 
the spiritual truths everywhere underlying 
the ritual. The work of the prophet was 
most distinctive. He denounced the sins 
of his time. Especially did he expose the 
emptiness of religious formality, the per- 
functoriness in the offering of sacrifices 
and the performance of religious rites. 
It is this dead and meaningless formality 
that Isaiah denounces when he says, 
‘Bring no more vain oblations; incense is 
an abomination to me.’ 

“The prophet emphasized the vital fact 
that Jehovah is the God of Israel. He 
constantly refers to the Law, and especially 
the book of Deuteronomy, in laying upon 
the hearts of this chosen people that He is 
the only God and claims their loyalty and 
obedience. He sets before them their 
peculiar relation to Jehovah as the people 
through whom He is accomplishing His 
redemptive purposes, the people to bring 
forth the Messiah. 

“The prophets were statesmen. God was 
Israel’s Divine Sovereign, the King of 
the elect nation, hence the relation of the 
State to Jehovah. ‘So great was their states- 
manship that no land has seen loftier 
patriotism or profounder political wisdom 
than these prophets displayed.’” (Page 
799.) 


There were men who possessed and 
exercised the prophetic gift, who were 
not officially prophets. As Dr. John 
D. Davis writes in his Dictionary of the 
Bible: 


“David was a prophet; he wrote of 
Christ; but he was not a prophet officially. 
He was king, and his writings were not 
assigned a place among the prophetic 
Scriptures. Daniel had the gift of prophecy 
in an eminent degree; but he did not devote 
his life to teaching the people; he was 
officially a statesman and governor under 
Babylonian and Persian kings.” (Page 627.) 


Among Christian-Israel peoples to- 
day, as in former times, there are 
many false priests and false prophets. 
Now, as then, the false priests and 
prophets have the attention of the 
masses. In general, God’s true spokes- 
men are still nothing more than voices 
crying in the wilderness. Even so, they 
must continue to speak and continue 
to inquire of the Lord, ‘What shall ! 
cry?” 

Our message for the hour is similar 
to that which the prophet Isaiah wrote 
for John the Baptist: “Prepare ye the 
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way of the Lord, make straight in the 
desert a highway for our God.” As 
John proclaimed the coming of Christ 
the Saviour, so must we prepare the 
highway for His coming to earth as 
King. It is conceded that the words 
of Isaiah 40: 1-11 were fulfilled in the 
work of John the Baptist; we may be 
equally sure that the great prophecy 
in Isaiah 9: 6—7 will find its fulfillment 
in the soon return of Christ to take over 
the throne and kingdom of David, 
“and he shall reign over the house of 
Jacob for ever,” as the angel said 
when quoting Isaiah’s prophecy to 
Mary (Luke 1: 33). 

Church leaders as a whole are not 
teaching the wonderful prophecies con- 
cerning Christ’s coming and His reign 
on earth. They have not taught the 
relation of Anglo-Saxons to Israel. 
They have not proclaimed God’s 
special messages to the nations, and 
to Christian-Israel nations in particu- 
lar. They see only the individual saved 
— not by the blood of Christ’s sacrifice 
— but by His example of a good life. 
That is why God is calling laymen to 
do something about these important 
things. Laymen hesitate to answer the 
call, knowing they are not trained in 
the priestly order, and fear to tread in 
holy places. While it is always com- 
mendable to avoid presumption, it is 
also wise to heed “‘the still small voice” 
and go forward wherever the Lord’s 
Spirit leads. 

Perhaps we should add that many 
ministers who preach the coming of 
Christ and salvation from sin by His 
death, are unscriptural in their inter- 
pretation of the Kingdom. They be- 
lieve that Christ will return — not to 
establish the world in righteousness, 


as the prophets say — but to snatch 
| believers from a flaming earth which 
' will then fade out like a child’s sky- 
| rocket. They have no conception of 


the imperishable nature of God’s 


_ covenants with Abraham and David; 
_ Nor of the perpetuity guaranteed to 
Israel and the throne in such passages 

as Jeremiah 31: 30-37 and 33: 17-26. 


Ministers today are preoccupied 
with little things. They say some good 
things, of course, little platitudes that 
are more or less helpful, though in- 
significant in comparison to the mo- 
mentous truths needed for these dan- 
gerous days. They are terribly afraid 
of controversial subjects and avoid 
them like a plague. Jesus never dodged 
the main issues, nor did His disciples. 
From the laying of its foundation to 
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the present time, the Christian Way 
has been paved with controversy. 
Most of the important national docu- 
ments in this country have arisen out 
of controversy, our Constitution and 
Bill of Rights, for example. 

Open controversy is needed in the 
churches today to uncover lurking 
evil. This is work for laymen. Not many 
clerics will oppose their superiors on 
any important issue. Read the litera- 
ture that flows through all depart- 
ments of the leading denominations 
and you will be amazed to find how 
closely it follows the Socialist-Com- 
munist line at the points most vital to 
our national security. Laymen ought 
to sound the alarm and let it be known 
that Christ’s Kingdom cannot be built 
on Satan’s platform. 

If you, as laymen and laywomen, 
would be effective witnesses for this 
hour, you must look to the Bible for 
instructions. Check everything you 
read, everything you hear from pulpit 
and elsewhere, with the Scriptures. 
Statements must not be accepted as 
true merely because they are spoken 
or written by some top church leader. 
Not long ago a national executive in 
what used to be a conservative and 
respected denomination stumped the 
country to tell large assemblies of 
church members that “the United 
Nations is the last hope of America 
and the world.” Imagine that! Has 
the United Nations supplanted Christ 
in the thinking of this preacher and 
his associates? 

Some are disturbed because the 
proud priests and scribes who mold 
today’s religious thought ridicule our 
belief in Christ’s return as King; our 
belief in His Kingdom as the continua- 
tion of David’s kingdom and throne; 
our belief that Western civilization is 
the outgrowth of a Divine Plan, which 
began in the promises made to the 
fathers and was fulfilled in the redemp- 
tive work of Christ. Suppose they do, 
their ridicule does not prove that we 
are wrong. Condemnation without 
honest examination does not make our 
beliefs false. 

You remember that the Pharisees 
said to the officers, “‘Have any of the 
rulers or of the Pharisees believed on 
him [Christ]?”? So today, leading the- 
ologians are saying, “‘Have any of us 
believed these queer doctrines? Have 
nothing to do with these foolish isms.” 
Time proved the Pharisees wrong in 
their decision. It took only a few short 
years to prove that Amaziah was 


wrong and Amos was right. Likewise 
today the verdict of time will be against 
all who trust their own opinions more 
than the sure word of prophecy. “As 
with the people, so with the priest’? — 
in the final day of reckoning. What, 
then, will be the irrevocable judge of 
man? “The word that I have spoken,” 
declared Jesus, “the same shall judge 
him in the last day” (John 12: 48). 
God has used many laymen in His 
vast plan. He needs consecrated lay 
leaders now and is calling them into 
His service from all walks of life. Be 
willing, be ready, be watching for 
direction — he may call you. He may 
not want you to lead a great move- 
ment. Your task may be to impart a 
truth or speak a word of inspiration 
and encouragement to another who 
may, in turn, become the leader God 
needs. As opportunities come, do your 
best, and leave the results to Him.

cuting religion and suppressing religious and missionary or- 
ganizations. 

“6) The Peiping regime, like that of the Kremlin, has abro- 
gated numerous treaties and agreements while demanding of 
others that all international rights be granted to Red China 
without the latter assuming these obligations.

U. S. interests abroad. 

**73) The Chinese Communists have followed no recognized 
standards of international conduct, practicing piracy and re- 
peatedly violating the terms of the Korean armistice agreement.” 





cA Shield PRIOR TO THE DELUGE the 
: ; all life span of the human race 
Against Radioatiivity was twelve times longer 


than now. Today that life span is Biblically expressed as 
three score years and ten (70 years), while men lived to 
be eight and nine hundred years old during the ante- 
diluvian age. It is pointed out in Primogenesis that the 
waters above the firmament of Genesis 1: 7 formed a great 
canopy that surrounded the earth and shielded its in- 
habitants from the effects of direct sunlight. The breaking 
up of this watery expanse and its descent to the earth 
produced the Deluge. A graphic summary of many of the 
changes that occurred is given in “The World That Then 
Was,” Destiny for May 1954 (pp. 155-158). 

The great watery canopy surrounding the earth was the 
original shield against radioactivity, for the rays of the 
sun illuminated this vaporous envelopment but did not 
shine directly upon the earth. At the same time it would 
absorb injurious radiation from outer space. Evidently 
the evil effects upon mankind of death-dealing rays were 
to a large extent mitigated by these waters high above the 
firmament; therefore, life upon the surface of the earth 
did not deteriorate as rapidly as it has since the descent and 
destruction of that canopy. 

This theory is in a measure substantiated by the United 
States Navy in the results following tests to protect ships 
from contamination when caught in a radioactive “‘fall- 
out” from hydrogen bomb tests. A Washington report, 
datelined July 7th, tells of several navy ships that escaped 
contamination by using exterior sprinkling systems which 
washed them down with clear water as they passed through 
the atomic rain belt. The account states: 


“By chance, the Navy found opportunity to give the sprinkler 
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system an actual, practical test when half a dozen ships operating 
in the area around the Marshall Islands explosion site were over- 
taken by the radioactive cloud from which radioactive dust and 
mist fell. 

“‘Radioed warnings of the changing course of the cloud reached 
the ships in time for them to close all hatches, ports and ventila- 
tors tightly and, with the crews safely inside, set the sprinkler 
system going. 

‘The system, working somewhat like an ordinary fire protec- 
tion sprinkler installation in a building, floods the decks and all 
exterior surfaces of a ship with clean sea water, carrying away 
radioactive gamma particles before they can contaminate the 
painted steel.” 


Thus the Navy has discovered and tested the same 
principle to shield men and ships from the effects of radio- 
activity that was originally applied on a gigantic scale to 
the whole earth as a mass of water in motion above the 
firmament protected the human race from the life- 
shortening effects of deadly rays from outer space. 





Red (hina r 1s rossise for decent, law-abiding 

citizens to fellowship with thugs and 
murderers. Equally so, American citizens contend that it 
is impossible to come to terms with Red China and they 
strenuously object to giving this Communist government 
a seat in the United Nations. 

John Cutter of the United Press, at the Presidential 
news conference of July 7th, stated that since the Presi- 
dent’s recent talks with the British Prime Minister, there 
has been considerable talk about the admission of Red 
China to the United Nations. Then he asked President 
Eisenhower: 


“I wonder if you could give us today, sir, your own feeling on 
the admission of the present Communist Government of China 
to the United Nations?” 


In reply the President stated that he is unalterably op- 
posed under the present situation to the admission of Red 
China to the United Nations, declaring that he thought 
ninety-five per cent of the population of the United States 
would take the same stand. Then he said: 


“There is a moral question, first of all, that is involved. The 
United Nations was not established primarily as a supergovern- 
ment, clothed with all of the authority of supergovernment and 
of great power to do things. 

“It was, among other things, an attempt to marshal the moral 
strength of the world in order to preserve peace, to make certain 
that quarrels were composed through a decent respect for justice 
and fairness and right, and to see whether we couldn’t avoid 
resort to force. 

‘Now, today we have Red China going to Geneva, and instead 
of taking a conciliatory attitude toward anything, it excoriated 
the United Nations. 

“As a matter of fact, in Geneva it demanded repudiation of 
the United Nations’ position. On top of that, Red China is today 
at war with the United Nations. They were declared an aggressor 
by the United Nations in the Assembly. That situation has never 
been changed. 

“They are occupying North Korea; they have supported this 
great effort at further enslavement of the peoples in Indochina; 
they have held certain of our prisoners unjustifiably, and they 
have been guilty of the employment of the worst possible diplo- 
matic deportment in the international affairs of the world. 

“Now, how can the United States, as a self-respecting nation, 


doing its best and in conformity with the moral standards as we F

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Deliverance Through Trouble

which would lead to a general world-wide crisis, 


FTER THE ANGEL had revealed to Daniel the events 
[ \ the prophet was told: 


“And at that time shall Michael stand up, the great prince 
which standeth for the children of thy people: and there shall 
be a time of trouble, such as never was since there was a nation 
even to that same time: and at that time thy people shall be 
delivered, every one that shall be found written in the book. And 
many of them that sleep in the dust of the earth shall awake, 
some to everlasting life, and some to shame and everlasting con- 
tempt. And they that be wise shall shine as the brightness of the 
firmament; and they that turn many to righteousness as the stars 
for ever and ever.” (Dan. 12: 1-3.) 


Daniel was told that, when the time arrived for God’s 
people to be delivered, there would be a time of trouble 
such as nations had never before experienced. Neverthe- 
less, the Angel said that it was in such a time that “thy 
people shall be delivered.” This is a seeming paradox, for 
it is difficult for the people of God to understand that they 
are to look for trouble as a sign of deliverance. Yet it is be- 
cause this is true that the Scriptures use the word “travail” 
to designate the character of the final great tribulation 
through which God’s people must pass. The application of 
this term is commented upon in “When Ye Think Not,” 
Destiny for March 1954 (pp. 97-100) *: 


“The Scriptural use of the term ‘travail’ goes much further 
than to simply typify judgment. In both the Bible and the 
Apocrypha, ‘conception,’ ‘gestation,’ ‘travail’ and ‘birth’ are all 
symbolical designations to illustrate the process that will bring 
a new age into being. Particular reference is made to the time of 
travail as indicative of the anguish of the final tribulation through 
which God’s people must pass before the new order will become 
an actuality.” 


The Process 


Here again we come face to face with the term “process.” 
The necessity to consider the element of process in the ful- 
fillment of prophecy has been reiterated many times in 
Destiny (see “The Period of Fulfillment,’? Destiny for 
December 1953, pp. 407-408). The phrase, “period of,” 
indicates the process involved; thus, we refer to the “‘period 
of conception” which introduced a “period of gestation.” 
This was followed by the “period of travail’? which will 
climax in the “‘period of deliverance.” 


Known Chronological Fatiors 


It is perhaps in order at this time to review a few of the 
many references in past issues of Destiny to trends which 
are being established and take careful note of the chron- 
ological periods which define the meaning of the times 
through which we are passing. In Destiny for December 
1953, in the article titled ““The Period of Compulsion” 
(pp. 417-422), attention was called to the duration of the 
“Day of Wrath.” That day was shown to be a period of

1152 days, extending from August 20, 1953 to October 15, 
1956. Referring to this time period, the statement was 
made: 


“The most ominous twelve-hour period of the ‘Day of the 
Lord’ has now been entered [see chart, p. 418, Destiny for De- 
cember 1953], the time during which the events as announced 
by the Angel to Daniel will come to full fruition.” 


The period from August 2, 1909 to August 20, 1954 has 
long been established as the Consummation of the Age for 
the Building Race and in “Let the Hour Declare It,” 
Destiny for January 1952, the word “consummation” 
was defined as follows: 


‘Just what is meant by the Consummation of the Age? It is 
certain that it does not mean the end of all things. To consum- 
mate means ‘to bring to completion or perfection’ and it is highly 
significant that this term is used in connection with the comple- 
tion of marriage when a man and a woman become one flesh 
through the consummation of the marriage relationship. The 
analogy is striking, for just as a man and a woman become one in 
marriage and a new order of life begins for them, so, too, the 
Consummation of the Age will be the beginning of life anew for 
God’s people Israel, leading to the birth of a new era.” 


Thus it was shown that August 20, 1953 would mark 
the beginning of events that would ultimately lead to the birth of a 
new era. The end of the period of the consummation was 
therefore defined as the beginning of gestation immediately 
following the period of conception. As stated in ““When Ye 
Think Not” (Destiny for March 1954): 


“One definition of conception is that it marks the beginning. 
With a married couple entering upon their new life together, 
there is the beginning of a new life that is born after an interval 
of nine months. But conception is also the function or process of 
forming an idea. In this sense there was actual conception in the 
minds of many — particularly those charged with the responsibil- 
ity of national affairs — in the pain of the announcement, con- 
firmed by our national leaders on August 20, 1953, that Soviet 
Russia is now in possession of the hydrogen bomb. It was im- 
mediately recognized, and so stated by thoughtful men and 
women, that, to curb the mad rush toward self-destruction, a 
new order must be born. . . . Unfortunately, it is not possible 
for the nation to bring the desired new order to birth without 
experiencing the travail of the difficulties which must first be 
overcome.” 


Following this pronouncement an appraisal of the future 
was given: 

“Therefore, anguish and distress, producing mental and 
physical agony, are in store for the nation before, figuratively 
speaking, it is delivered by a spiritual awakening that will arouse 
the people to the true nature and extent of the insidious activities 
of the enemy within. 


“The period of Zion’s travail is synonymous with the events 
of the Great and Terrible Day of the Lord.” 


In the editorial, ““Whistling in the Dark,’’ Destiny for 
April 1954, reference was made to August 20, 1953 as be- 
ginning the period of conception and gestation: 
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“The number of pregnancy (270) in days later brings us to 
May 17, 1954. Will late spring and early summer of this year 
date the beginning of travail?” 


The chronological importance of the year 1954 was set 
forth in the article, ‘““The Fortieth Year,” Destiny for 
April 1954 (pp. 123-126).* The subject matter under dis- 
cussion in that article is too lengthy to quote in full here 
but, for those who are interested in the meaning of develop- 
ments on the agenda in the months ahead, a rereading of 
this article will be worth-while. 

With the ending of the days of pregnancy, from August 
20, 1953 to May 17, 1954, important developments be- 
came apparent to the watchers. As pointed out in DEesTINy 
for August 1954, the following events marked that date as 
outstanding. 

It was on May 17th that the United States State De- 
partment announced the news of the arms shipment from 
Poland to Guatemala. On that same date the Supreme 
Court of the United States handed down its ruling to abol- 
ish segregation. Also on that date President Eisenhower is- 
sued an official directive, after the disclosure of a high-level 
meeting on January 21, 1954, that prevented evidence 
from being presented before the Army versus McCarthy 
hearings which had a direct bearing on the institution of 
the proceedings. The result was to make a complete farce 
of the hearings and at the same time reveal an inner un- 
healthiness affecting the proper employment of executive 
prerogatives in our government. 

Turning to foreign affairs, attention was focused upon 
the conference at Geneva, Switzerland. This was the out- 
come of the prior Berlin Conference and seated at Geneva 
were representatives of the governments of Britain, the 
United States, France, Soviet Russia and Communist 
China. It was the first time the Red Chinese government 
was permitted to sit down in conference with Russia and 
the Western powers. On May 17, 1954 secret sessions be- 
gan, but the Red conferees refused to agree to Western 
proposals. Subsequent sessions established the utter futility 
of the attempts by the Western powers to try to reach any 
honorable agreement with the Communists. 

It was on the same date that Sir Winston Churchill 
stated that Great Britain would not commit herself on a 
Southeast Asian defense alliance until after the Geneva 
Conference. In this way the Prime Minister of Great Brit- 
ain made it quite clear to the Kremlin that, insofar as 
Britain was concerned, there was no immediate fear of 
such an alliance being formed. Appraising the significance 
of the events of May 17, 1954, it was stated in Destiny 
for August 1954: 

“We can say with certainty that May 17th witnessed a change 
in the tempo of developments, both domestic and international, 
that testify to the beginning of a period of increased tensions and 
sorrow. It is quite likely that before the fall of 1954 this appraisal 
of the meaning of what is now transpiring will become fully 
known to all. We are rapidly approaching the time when the 
breaking point will be reached, with the result that the world 
will be precipitated into a time of trouble which, according to 
Daniel 12: 1, will be ‘such as never was since there was a nation 
even to that same time.’ ” 


Period of Distress 


In other words, we are given to understand that the 
period of travail, which is to climax in a period of deliver-

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ance, will accelerate into a time of trouble which will be 
marked by extreme distress (the excruciating distress of 
labor). The question that comes to mind now is this: 
Will it be possible to discover the chronological boundaries 
of this tzme of trouble? It certainly has such bounds, for the 
Angel defined it as “‘a time of trouble.” Ferrar Fenton 
translates it, “‘a period of distress,’ confirming the fact of 
definite chronological time limits. 

Mark refers to this period in the following terms, as 
translated by Ferrar Fenton: 


“For in those days there will be affliction, such as has never 
been known since the beginning of the creation which God created 
until now, and such as shall never be again.”” (Mark 13: 19.) 


Smith and Goodspeed render it: 


“There will be such misery in those days as there has never 
been since the beginning of God’s creation until now, and never 
will be again.” 


The Apostle then refers to the shortening of those days, 
without which no flesh would be saved. The Bible clearly 
defines, by events, the end of this time of trouble, but its 
beginning is less clearly marked; hence certain signs are 
given so that the watchful may be alerted to the imminence 
of its beginning. Among those signs Luke states there would 
be “‘distress of nations, with perplexity.”’ He refers to the 
“shaking of the powers of heaven,” causing men to be ap- 
prehensive and fearful as to the future. 

All who have given heed to Jesus’ admonition to “watch” 
are fully aware that these signs are now being manifested. 
The only remaining question is as to what will constitute 
the final signal that will mark the ushering in of this time 
of misery. 


The Washington Conference 


It is certain that the Berlin Conference, followed by that 
of Geneva, were major markers denoting an acceleration 
in the disintegration of the present world order. A hesitant 
Western world, which refuses to face up to the challenge of 
International Communism, is doing nothing to stem the 
drift toward international chaos. The futility of the Ge- 
neva talks, and deteriorating relations between Britain and 
the United States, forced a hasty Washington Conference 
between Sir Winston Churchill, Mr. Anthony Eden, 
President Eisenhower and Secretary of State Dulles. Fol- 
lowing that conference a communiqué was issued by the 
leaders of these two great nations which has had no equal 
in inanity. 

June 28, 1954, closing the Washington Conference, may 
go down in history as the date of the consummation of 
supreme efforts on the part of President Eisenhower and 
Sir Winston Churchill in the attainment of great trifles! 
There was the reaffirmation of the Atlantic Charter, the 
provisions of which were completely scuttled at Tehran, 
Yalta and Potsdam. This was followed by the unrealistic 
offer of the hand of friendship to all nations which desire 
to participate in a true peace, at the same time cove- 
nanting to use “every peaceful means” to secure the inde- 
pendence of countries whose people want it. Meanwhile, 
Korea stands as a monument to the inability of the West- 
ern powers to secure peace for a small nation that desires 
it by peaceful or any other means. In any attempt to loosen 
the stranglehold of the Soviet tyrants over subjected peo- 
ples, no peaceful means, however resourceful, will set the 
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Baltic States free; nor will peaceful means prevent further 
aggression in the Far East, or a Soviet coup in the Middle 
East. 

All of this was foreshadowed in the article, ‘“The Day of 
Vengeance,” published in Destiny for October 1952 
(pp. 345-350), from which the following is quoted: 


“Isaiah also refers to this time of trouble when God’s people 
will be in dire distress, being unable to bring any of their plans 
to fruition. He speaks of the conditions in the land as being de- 
plorable and indicts the grandiose plans for world peace and the 
would-be program of assistance to backward areas in that the 
nation would find itself impotent to bring to birth any of its 
carefully-laid schemes. Isaiah likens the circumstances to a woman 
writhing in pain to give birth to a child but finding it impossible 
to bring forth: 

***In distress, O Lord, we sought thee; We cried out because 
of oppression, when thy chastening was on us. Like a woman with 
child, as she draws near to give birth, As she writhes and cries 
out in her pangs, So were we in thy presence, O Lord; We were 
with child, we writhed in pain, But we gave birth only to wind; 
No deliverance did we achieve for the land. No inhabitants of 
the world came to birth through us.’ (Isa. 26: 16-18, Smith @ 
Goodspeed Trans.)”’ 


The Assembled Heathen 


In India, beginning June 25, 1954, Communist Chinese 
Premier-Foreign Minister Chou En-lai and Indian Prime 
Minister Jawaharlal Nehru held a series of secret talks 
and on June 28, 1954 a joint statement was made, couched 
in the all-too-familiar jargon of pagan schemers. The 
words meant nothing in themselves, but the entire proce- 
dure did reveal much. Red China has taken full political 
initiative in Far Eastern affairs and the Geneva Confer- 
ence made it quite obvious that Mao Tse-tung and Chou 
En-lai are dictating policy for the Kremlin for that area. 
They, not Soviet Russia, are masters in this new resurgence 
in the Far East. 


Power Broken 


The fiasco at Geneva has brought out into the open for 
all the world to see quite clearly what the entire scope of 
the diabolical program of International Communism 
is. The inability of the Anglo-Saxon world to meet this 
menace with a united front has been equally well dem- 
onstrated by the failure of the Washington Conference and 
Sir Winston Churchill’s refusal to recognize the impos- 
sibility of doing business with the Kremlin and its satellites 
on any terms acceptable to the free world. On the 40th 
anniversary date of the assassination of Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand of Austria, which made World War I inevi- 
table, how the mighty have fallen! The Angel declared to 
Daniel: 


“When they have completely broken to pieces the power of the 
Holy People, all these would be accomplished.” (Dan. 12: 7, 


Ferrar Fenton Trans.) 


Did the Washington Conference demonstrate the broken 
power of the Anglo-Saxon world? If this is a correct ap- 
praisal of the outcome of that gathering of governmental 
heads on June 28, 1954, then the Angel’s reference to 1260 
days in the same verse that refers to the breaking of the 
power of the Holy People may very likely define the com- 
mencement of the time of perplexity and trouble that will 
ensue. Between June 28, 1954 and December 9, 1957 there 
are 1260 days, and this latter date is also the end of an im- 
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portant 40-year generation from the taking of Jerusalem by 
General Allenby in 1917. There was an interval of 1260 
days between the beginning of the generation when peace 
was taken from the earth in 1914 and the taking of Jeru- 
salem on December 9, 1917 and there is a similar interval 
of time closing this 40-year generation, dating from 1954 
to 1957. 


The Number of Confusion 


It has already been pointed out that the period of gesta- 
tion ended on May 17, 1954. Forty-two days later, on June 
28, 1954, evidence of the broken power of Anglo-Saxon 
leadership was given to the world in the statements issued 
as the result of the Washington Conference. Thirty times 
42 days beyond this (1260 days) comprise the interval be- 
tween the two 40-year generation terminals: June 28, 1954 
to December 9, 1957. If these deductions are correct, the 
chronology given here should synchronize with previous 
time periods. The following computations demonstrate 
that it does. 

In “The Period of Compulsion,” Destiny for December 
1953, it was pointed out that the Day of Wrath began 
August 20, 1953, its terminal ending being October 15, 
1956. Between June 28, 1954, and October 15, 1956, there 
are 20 x 42 days. Thus, there are 420 days, or 10 x 42 days, 
remaining after October 15, 1956 to complete the entire 
period of 1260 days from June 28, 1954 to December 9, 
1957. The chart accompanying this article outlines these 
chronological factors. 

There is special significance in the fact that the number 
42 figures so prominently in these calculations. 


“This number [42] is connected with antichrist. It is 6 x 7 
and signifies confusion in man’s work in opposition to God. There 
is something more than appears on the surface in the common 
phrase about things ‘being at sixes and sevens.’ This is indeed so 
when man is ‘mixed up’ with the things of God and when men, 
lacking the Spirit, undertake to engage in spiritual things. It is 
the number of prophetic months in 1260 (30 x 42).” (Documen- 
tary Studies, Vol. I, p. 127.) 


The number of confusion, 42, multiplied by 10, equals 
420 and indicates confusion coming to perfection. If the 
1260 days from June 28, 1954, to December 9, 1957, are 
the time of distress and perplexity, will the climax be 
reached by October 15, 1956, with the remaining 420 days 
from that date to December 9, 1957, bringing to comple- 
tion the utter confusion that will mark the final days of a 
dying age? 


The Acceptable Year 


The importance of 420 days is borne out as well by the 
fact that it marks the actual length in days of our Lord’s 
ministry. Daniel informs us that from the inception of His 
ministry to the crucifixion, when the Messiah would be 
cut off, there would be 62 weeks (Dan. 9: 26). This was the 
“‘acceptable year” of the Lord to which Isaiah referred 
(Isa. 61: 2).* 

But the last two of these 62 weeks, or 434 days, were de- 
voted by Jesus to instructing His disciples. Thus, His 
actual ministry to the public at large lasted but 420 days. 
This is further substantiated by the fact that the 1st of 
Nisan, the beginning of the new Sacred Year, was also the

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beginning of the final two weeks of the 62 weeks, or 14 
days, prior to the crucifixion. 

It was at the beginning of this new year that the Chief 
Priests and Pharisees gave the command that any man 
who knew of Jesus’ whereabouts was to bring them infor- 
mation (John 11: 57). During those two weeks preceding 
the Passover, people were gathering in Jerusalem for the 
Feast. Speculation was rife in the city as to whether Jesus 
would come to the Passover or not since word had gone 
out that He was to be seized by the authorities. 

It was also at this time that the rulers of the Jews had 
taken counsel privately among themselves that they would 
put Jesus to death. Evil was in the ascendancy during 
those two weeks and men inspired by the Devil were un- 
hindered in carrying out their diabolical plot. It was their 
turn to take vengeance upon the Son of God. Yet, know- 
ing all this, Jesus made His decision to go to Jerusalem: 


‘And it came to pass, when the time was come that he should 
be received up, he stedfastly set his face to go to Jerusalem.” 
(Luke 9: 51.) 


Day of Vengeance 


The chronology of that fateful period of history has a 
definite bearing upon the closing scenes of the age. The 
Christian Era was opened by Jesus, who announced the 
commencement of the “‘acceptable year,” during which 
He ministered to the people for 420 days. Now, at the close 
of the Christian Era, we find that chronology marks out a 
similar 420-day period beginning October 15, 1956 and 
ending December 9, 1957. The latter date is the end of a 
40-year generation from the taking of Jerusalem in 1917 
and is also the terminal of the 1260-day interval after the 
end of a 40-year generation from the beginning of World 
War I in 1914. Will a 420-day period closing the Christian 
Era comprise the day of vengeance that will see the fulfill- 
ment of Isaiah’s prophecy: 

“Come near, ye nations, to hear; and hearken, ye people: let 
the earth hear, and all that is therein; the world, and all things 
that come forth of it. For the indignation of the Lord is upon all 
nations, and his fury upon all their armies: he hath utterly de- 
stroyed them, he hath delivered them to the slaughter. Their 
slain also shall be cast out, and their stink shall come up out of 
their carcases, and the mountains shall be melted with their 
blood. And all the host of heaven shall be dissolved, and the 
heavens shall be rolled together as a scroll: and all their host shall 
fall down, as the leaf falleth off from the vine, and as a falling fig 
from the fig tree. For my sword shall be bathed in heaven: be- 
hold, it shall come down upon Idumea, and upon the people of 
my curse, to judgment. . . . For it is the day of the Lord’s 
vengeance, and the year of recompences for the controversy of 
Zion.” (Isa. 34: 1-8.) 


One-half of 420 days gives us the length of time Ezekiel 
states will be required to bury the dead in the awful 
slaughter of the Battle of That Great Day of God Almighty 
(Ez. 39: 14). This is seven months, or 210 days. These con- 
clusions being correct, the prophecy of Zechariah is due 
for fulfillment during this period: 


“Behold, the day of the Lord cometh, and thy spoil shall be 
divided in the midst of thee. For I will gather all nations against 
Jerusalem to battle. . . . And this shall be the plague where- 
with the Lord will smite all the people that have fought against 
Jerusalem; Their flesh shall consume away while they stand upon 
their feet, and their eyes shall consume away in their holes, and 
their tongue shall consume away in their mouth. And it shall 
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come to pass in that day, that a great tumult from the Lord shall 
be among them; and they shall lay hold every one on the hand 
of his neighbour, and his hand shall rise up against the hand of 
his neighbour.” (Zech. 14: 1-2; 12-13.) 


Interlocking Periods 


It is only by diligent research in the Scriptures that the 
whole pattern of its continually unfolding revelation will 
be discovered. The function of the Biblical researcher is to 
engage in constant critical and exhaustive investigation, 
having as his aim the enlargement of previous conclusions 
in the light of newly discovered facts. On the accompany- 
ing chart we observe a remarkable interlocking of dates 
defining the periods during which God Himself will take 
action: 


Day OF WRATH: August 20, 1953 to October 15, 1956. 
TIME OF TROUBLE: June 28, 1954 to December 9, 1957. 
Day oF VENGEANCE: October 15, 1956 to December 9, 1957. 


While the duration of each period is not the same, it is 
important to understand that they are not independent of 
one another; in fact, they are very closely interrelated. The 
word “interlock” is used to denote their relationship be- 
cause of its wholly apt definition: “to connect in such a 
way that the motion of any part is constrained by another 
part or parts.” When the statements in the Scriptures re- 
ferring to these periods are considered in the light of their 
chronological duration, a greater comprehension of God’s 
movements in these climactic days is obtained. 


Period of Deliverance 


From Daniel we learn that it is during the Time of 
Trouble that God’s people will be delivered: 


“And there shall be a time of trouble, such as never was since 
there was a nation even to that same time: and at that time thy 
people shall be delivered, every one that shall be found written 
in the book.” (Dan. 12: 1.) 


The Scriptures also make it clear that this deliverance 
will come before the inception of the Day of Vengeance. 
But there is a qualification here that is of supreme impor- 
tance, for, concerning those who are to be delivered, the 
stipulation is made: “‘every one that shall be found written in 
the book.” : 

In the article, ““The Day of Vengeance” (Destiny for 
October 1952, pp. 345-350*), it was stated: 


“Our understanding of the nature and duration of the Day of 
Vengeance will be increased if we take note of its purpose as it 
affects 7) the overcomers, 2) His people nationally and 3) the 
inhabitants of the earth — recognizing to whom the proclama- 
tion [i.e., the proclamation of the Day of Vengeance] is spe- 
cifically addressed.” 


It is recommended that this article be reread in its en- 
tirety in connection with this further study. Through Isaiah 
God?’s invitation is given: 

“Come, my people, enter thou into thy chambers, and shut 
thy doors about thee: hide thyself as it were for a little moment, 
until the indignation be overpast. For, behold, the Lord cometh 
out of his place to punish the inhabitants of the earth for their 
iniquity: the earth also shall disclose her blood, and shall no 
more cover her slain.”’ (Isa. 26: 20-21.) 


It is “the inhabitantsJof the earth” whom God will 
* See also Documentary Studies, Vol. III, p. 528. 
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punish in the Day of Vengeance. Through Ezekiel God ex- 
plains when and why He will come “out of His place”’ to 
take action against His enemies: 

“And it shall come to pass at the same time when Gog shall 
come against the land of Israel, saith the Lord God, that my fury 
shall come up in my face. For in my jealousy and in the fire of 
my wrath have I spoken. . . . And I will call for a sword against 
him throughout all my mountains, saith the Lord God: every 
man’s sword shall be against his brother.” (Ez. 38: 18-19, 21.) 


Of this we may be certain: the awakened and assembled 
heathen — Soviet Russia and her cohorts, who comprise 
the hordes of Gog — are preparing to strike at God’s 
people. But before the most terrible phase of the battle 
becomes an actuality, God will move to deliver those who 
are to escape, as promised by Jesus who admonished His 
followers: 

“Watch ye therefore, and pray always, that ye may be ac- 
counted worthy to escape all these things that shall come to pass, 
and to stand before the Son of man.” (Luke 21: 36.) 


To escape implies being spared from experiencing the 
terrible suffering that will ensue when the time of great 
tribulation reaches its zenith during these days of distress 
and trouble. In the last book of the Old Testament this 
same thought is expressed when Malachi declares: 


“Then they that feared [revered] the Lord spake often one to 
another [each one with his friend]: and the Lord hearkened, and 
heard it, and a book of remembrance was written [a record was 
written in a book of remembrance] before him for them that 
feared the Lord, and that thought upon his name. And they shall 
be mine, saith the Lord of hosts, in that day when I make up 
[¢.e., prepare] my jewels [a special or peculiar treasure]; and I 
will spare them, as a man spareth his own son that serveth him.” 
(Mal. 3: 16-17.) 


This “‘book of remembrance”’ is the same one to which 
Daniel refers in his 12th chapter. Moffatt translates the 
17th verse as follows: 

***And I will claim them,’ the Lord of hosts declares, ‘as my 
own prized possession, on the day when I take action; I will 
spare them, as a man spares the son who works in his service.’ ”’ 


Malachi then gives a graphic picture of what it is from 
which those who serve Him are to be spared: 


“For the Day is coming, burning like an oven; worldly men 
and evildoers shall be straw then, and the Day to come (the 
Lord of hosts declares) shall set them all ablaze, leaving them 
neither root nor branch.” (Mal. 4: 1, Moffatt Trans.) 


Is this a description of burning atomic fires? We do 
know that the world is rapidly moving toward the day 
when a fiery destruction is decreed to come upon many of 
its inhabitants, with millions perishing before the earth is 
cleansed of its evil. This will most certainly occur on the 
day when the Lord of Hosts takes action against His ene- 
mies and the enemies of His people. But those who are the 
righteous ones (the overcomers) among the holy ones (His 
servant race) will be spared the intense suffering of that 
day. 

That Soviet Russia and her satellites are to play a major 
role in this coming destruction is quite clear from Daniel’s 
prophecy: 

‘Using the names by which the Kings of the North and the 
South are to be identified in this crisis period, the hidden details 
of the events affecting Palestine in the closing days of the present 
age may now be revealed. Paraphrasing that portion of these 
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verses which applies to the events in this crisis period, and using 
the information given in the translations by both Moffatt and 
Ferrar Fenton, it would read about as follows: 

** “At the end of the years Soviet Russia will advance with a 
great army and numerous cavalry. At the same time many will 
arise against Great Britain, while the renegades among the Jews 
will undertake to accomplish the establishment of a kingdom, 
but will fail. ‘Then Soviet Russia will come and throw up defenses 
and capture cities. The armies of Great Britain will not be able 
to stop her advances, and even all the chosen people [modern 
Israel], including the United States of America, will be powerless 
to stop the onrush of the Soviets and prevent the Kremlin from 
attaining her objectives. ‘The Russian hordes will establish them- 
selves in Palestine [as Ferrar Fenton points out, “with destruction 
in his hand” (Dan. 11: 16)] and none will be able to successfully 
oppose them in their campaign.’ 

*“Thus, hidden in a prophecy of an earlier period is a remarka- 
ble prediction of events in the crisis period at the end. The 
destruction in the hands of the Soviets could very well be the 
atomic bomb and other modern weapons of fearful power. Con- 
tinuing on to the end of the account, the statement is made, 
‘He shall then retire to the fortresses of his‘own land, only to 
meet trouble and to disappear’ (Dan.-11: 19, Moffatt Trans.) 

‘This is in complete accord with the prediction of Joel who 
visualized such a sudden retirement of the northern forces toward 
their own land, with destruction meeting them as they retire: 

** “But I will remove far off from you the northern army, and 
will drive him into a land barren and desolate, with his face to- 
ward the east sea, and his hinder part toward the utmost sea, 
and his stink shall come up, and his ill savour shall come up, be- 
cause he hath done great things [deeds]. Fear not, O land; be 
glad and rejoice: for the Lord will do great things.’ (Joel 2: 
20-21.)’? (Study in Daniel, pp. 310—-311.*) 


Daniel 11: 44 indicates that the sudden retirement on 
the part of Soviet Russia from the Middle East, after hav- 
ing invaded that land, will result from disquieting news. 
Smith and Goodspeed translate this verse: 


*“Then news from the east and the north shall upset him, and 
he shall withdraw in great fury to destroy and annihilate many.” 


Atomic weapons will no doubt come into play at this time, 
bringing about the great climax that will end the age as 
the Lord comes out of His place to take action against 
those who have destroyed the earth. The final outcome for 
Gog is given in succinct terms by Daniel, for of him it is 
written that he will “go to his reaping — and none can 
save him” (Dan. 11: 45). Thus will God deliver the world 
from tyranny.

understand them, how can we possibly say this country should be 
admitted or this Government should be admitted to the United 
Nations? 
“That is the way the case stands now, and that is my position.” 


We would go much further and support the demand 
that the United States get out of the United Nations and 
get the United Nations out of the United States. For this 
is an organization that does not recognize God or the free- 
dom and liberty so clearly envisioned by our forefathers 
who gave us the Constitution of the United States. Many 
Congressmen are beginning to see the need for such 
drastic action in the face of the evil aggression of Com- 
munism and the ability of the Soviets to subvert the UN 
and use it to further their purposes.

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not know how the other half lives. Much has been 

done in recent years to promote understanding be- 
tween the nations, but this has been in what might be 
called a “‘vertical’’ approach of one nation to another, in a 
common attempt to comprehend something of each other’s 
way of life. 

Within each nation, however, there is a “‘horizontal”’ 
line separating the Haves from the Have-nots, and be- 
tween the outlook of these two categories a gulf is fixed. 
This rift in comprehension and sympathetic understanding 
is greater in industrial countries than in agricultural com- 
munities, but it is the vulnerable stratum in the virility or 
morale of every nation which the Communist ideology is 
designed to explore and aims to exploit. 

Public memory is short and already many have forgot- 
ten that the Left Wing in Britain were most reluctant to 
join in the 1939 war against Fascism, although Fascism 
was their natural enemy. They loudly condemned the war 
as being a capitalists’ war. In June 1941, however, when 
Nazi Germany attacked Soviet Russia, the Left Wing went 
all out for “‘aid to Russia,” as they called it. During the 
Battle of Britain, when the fate of the nation was at stake, 
it was a case of force majeure, but the moment aid for Russia 
was the aim in view, they clamored loudly for a Second 
Front, and zeal knew no bounds. 

It was because the Left Wing were just as opposed to 
fighting Fascism as they were reluctant to fight for Britain 
that Winston Churchill jumped at the opportunity of 
proclaiming Russia “a gallant ally,” overnight, thus turn- 
ing the half-hostile lukewarm Left Wing elements of the 
nation into fervent fighters for final victory. 

This needs to be remembered, all the more so since 
hardly anyone likes to be reminded of it. But a Left Wing 
movement, which will fight fanatically only in aid of 
Russia, is not likely to respond when called on to fight the 
U.S.S.R. — or is it? 


Attempt at Appeasement 


In 1941, an immediate advantage was thus gained. It 
was a strategic gain of the first magnitude, won at the cost 
of a sacrifice of political principle, but the price due in ex- 
change for this expedient is still being paid today in all the 
consequences and repercussions stemming from this un- 
holy alliance. 

Can man appease Apollyon? Attempts to appease the 
Kremlin are doomed to the same end as that which at- 
tended attempts to appease the Reich of Adolf Hitler. 
And for the same reason. There can be no communion be- 
tween Light and Darkness. However, the fear of failure in 
getting the support of workers in a war with Soviet Russia 
is behind present moves to secure a settlement, although 
the fact of this being so is never mentioned. 

Speaking of the Churchill-Eden visit to the United 
States, Richard Strout, in Washington, records: 


[ Is A veritable truism that one-half of the world does 


“The Churchill-Eden visit dramatizes the profound change in 
international relationships which has come with startling sud- 
denness to the man in the street. The world of ‘containment’ seems 
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to be falling apart as Europe seems to be rushing after appease- 
ment. Everything is amazingly different. 

*“The present confused American mood has been violently 
stirred, first by what seemed French defection, and now Britain’s. 
The situation is much like a man who finds he cannot live with 
his wife or without her. There is considerable annoyance at 
British plain-speaking, but on the other hand a thoughtful read- 
justment of the idea that, if Britain cannot operate successfully 
without America, neither can America without Britain. 

“It is pointed out that Mr. Dulles lost control of events early 
last April, when he first considered and then rejected war with 
China, the world’s newest great power. With the Dulles decision 
not to make war, Britain and France moved in to make peace. 


The Great Dilemma 


Some idea of the extent of this dilemma, which may 
well result in the biggest political gamble the world has 
ever known, emerges as we consider further the hidden 
factors influencing the thoughts of those upon whom de- 
pends the burden of making an executive decision. Thus, 
speaking at an official banquet in London recently, Gen- 
eral Gruenther declared: “‘We have one asset now which is of 
tremendous value. We have a long range aircraft to which the 
Soviets now have no answer. I can tell you our conclusion ts that 
the Soviet Union, tf war took place this year, would be defeated.” 

Some idea of the underlying significance of this remark 
may be gained by studying the following report by John 
Junor, Daily Express press correspondent: 


“At this moment the United States has aircraft capable of 
dropping atom or hydrogen bombs on the cities of Russia. Rus- 
sia has not yet, in quantity production, a bomber capable of re- 
taliating in kind against the cities and factories of America. Note 
and underline the phrase ‘in quantity production.’ For Russia 
has such a bomber, in prototype form. It flew over Moscow in 
the May Day parade. 


Two Years’ Time 


“Americans estimate that in just two years’ time at the outside 
this bomber could be flying, laden with atom bombs, over the 
cities of America. Sometime in 1956 it will be available for deliv- 
ery in quantity to the Russian bomber squadrons.” 


It was with this secret intelligence in mind that General 
Gruenther made his speech in London, during which he 
made a statement, the full significance of which was not 
appreciated at the time. Commenting upon this, John 
Junor continues: 


“Let General Gruenther’s final phrase be repeated again so 
that its significance may be fully grasped: ‘Jf war took place this 
year, Russia would be defeated.’ What if it took place in 1956? Russia 
might still be defeated. But what would happen to New York, 
to Chicago, to Cincinnati, to every other large American city? 
They would all be reduced to heaps of atomic rubble. 

“This situation produces immense and frightening problems 
too for the Russians. Their new strategic position demands that at 
all costs they must prevent war for at least the next two years. 
Indeed, next to Britain, Russia has become temporarily the most 
peace conscious nation in Europe. Malenkov just dare not run 
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the risk of an immediate war. For in that war Russian cities 
would perish while the cities of their main adversary, America, 
would remain tantalizingly out of reach. 

Conciliatory Tactics 

“This goes far to explain Molotov’s conciliatory tactics at 
Geneva. His predominant aim from now on will be to avoid inci- 
dents which might precipitate a conflict. Does this mean then 
that for at least two years there is no prospect of a war being 
started by the Communists? 

“It is at this point that Chou En-lai comes into the picture. 
He is intoxicated with the success of his own diplomacy and also 
exultant at the military success of China’s armies. He fears neither 
war nor threats of war. Chou is left unmoved by the prospect 
of hydrogen bombs being used against China. Why should he be 
moved when China has a population of 600 millions and no 
industrial centers worth the name? His argument is that all the 
atomic force America could bring to bear against China would 
in the end have no effect. In the East, China, with her land 
masses, would march wherever she wanted. What, then, is to 
be done about China? 

**To the Americans, the policy which the West should pursue 
is clear. It is to retreat not one further step. It is to stand up to 
the Communists. Better to run the risk of a war now than to face 
the certainty of it later. Especially the certainty of a later war in 
which Russian bombers could blast American cities.” 


In the face of such stupendous cause for cogitation going 
on in the background, the hidden implications of a recent 
speech by President Eisenhower assume enhanced sig- 
nificance. 


A Hidden Appeal 


Thus it appears that the President was hinting at more 
than he cared fully to reveal when he maintained: 


“It is a little too easy to dismiss the appeal of Communism 
which has its attractions for a great number of people who have 
adopted it. What I fear more than anything else at this time is 
the failure to look this danger in its broad face. Some of the 
best educated men in the United States have espoused Commu- 
nism and I cannot understand why. 

‘There is no defense against Communism merely by strength 
of arms, although it is necessary to be strong militarily. The 
United States has the leadership of the free world thrust upon her 
whether she likes it or not and it is necessary for her in this leader- 
ship to be strong in her beliefs and her convictions. There can be 
no complacency in any fields —in the realm of the spirit and 
intellect or in the material world as well. 

“What America must do is to be strong in her intellectual 
surety and to prove to others that her way of living is the best in 
the world.” 


Herein lies the crux of the whole matter for those who 
have eyes to see. Like their American counterparts, British 
politicians seem tireless in their reiteration — almost 
hypnotic in its insistence — that the way of life of the West 
is the best in the world. Maybe it is the best there is, but 
that does not mean that it is the best that could be. 

Communism is counterfeit. But just because it does 
make the claim of filling a need, its hidden appeal is, for 
that reason alone, plain to see. People resent being told 
that everything in the garden is lovely when they know 
quite well that this is not so by any manner of means. 
Thus there would not have arisen a need to devise the 
slogan: “Workers of the World unite!” —if the needs of 
workers everywhere had been provided for. Had this fun- 
damental need been fulfilled, there would have been noth- 
ing for the workers of the world to unite about. Perhaps 
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this may seem an oversimplification of a mighty problem, 
but sometimes simplification helps to make a point. 


Sermon on the Mount 


Startling though it may seem, it is nevertheless true to 
assert that, if Western civilization had put into practice 
fully the principles of the Sermon on the Mount, Commu. 
nism would never have arisen, for there would have ex. 
isted no sense of grievance to which Communism could 
have made an appeal. 

The Atlantic Charter claimed to stand for freedom from 
want and freedom from fear. If the Western world is serious 
in its desire to destroy the Communist creed, the obvious 
way to set about it is to abolish poverty and want, for 
then the appeal of the Communist creed would fade out 
through having nothing left to feed upon. In this respect 
freedom from want and freedom from Communism can 
be regarded as being, to all intents and purposes, syn- 
onymous terms, since the elimination of the one would 
inevitably result in the dissolution of the other. 

When we decide that a tree will not bring forth good 
fruit, it simply increases root growth if we abuse the 
branches. The effective thing to do is to lay our axe at the 
root of the tree, since this destroys the tree “root and 
crop,” 2.e., both tree and branches. 

No analogy is perfect. And for the purpose of this anal- 
ysis we have necessarily made a distinction between the 
creed of Communism — with its insidious appeal — and 
the Soviet plan for world revolution. The former is an idea 
or ideology which can fade away or die as quickly as it 
came to birth. The latter is a political phenomenon; it is 
something of a different calibre and lies in a far more 
formidable category altogether. 


Maze of Materialism 


The trouble is that the majority of men are lost in a 
maze of materialism and most of them do not even know 
they are lost or that the maze that they are in is material- 
istic. They think that the way of life they know is natural 
and inevitable and they do not question its validity. 

For the majority it comes as an astounding fact to find 
out that the Sermon on the Mount cuts clean across the 
most cherished of traditional viewpoints and pretensions. 
The Sermon on the Mount proclaims that the purpose of 
human life is enlightenment, not accretion; it puts spiritual 
values first whereas modern civilization puts material 
achievement first in diametric opposition to the basic 
principle: ‘‘Ye cannot serve God and mammon’’ (Matt. 6: 24). 
Men were meant to be free to practice the art of living, 
but the majority find themselves confined to the daily 
task of earning the right to live. 

Today we are beginning to witness the time of Divine 
judgment upon the Wanton City, or the Mammon-wor- 
shipping man-made economic system, which, as the Book 
of Revelation declares, “‘treats as merchandise the bodies and 
souls of men.” Because the judgment has now begun, it no 
longer occasions surprise when we find the sober London 
Times opening its columns to correspondence which refers 
outspokenly to: “Mammon, the soul-less Octopus-like machine, 
created by the Accountants.”? This is going a bit too far, but 
anyone who has once had an insight into the ramifications 
of Big Business will readily understand the difference be- 
tween being in the market for money and being in the 
Money Market, with all this distinction involves. 
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Economics of Glut 


There was a day when private enterprise was synony- 
mous with creative achievement, but since those “good old 
days” the power of predatory finance has assumed control. 
Today the Chief Priests of High Finance would rather see 
the world go up in flames than yield one iota of their lust 
for power. 

When Sir Stafford Cripps was British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, he made a speech in the Albert Hall, before 
ten thousand people, proclaiming his allegiance to the 
Sermon on the Mount. In the same week he made another 

h before the House of Commons in which he de- 
clared that, if the British people wished to survive, they 
must continue to “delve and spin” as never before in his- 
tory. This showed how quickly Sir Stafford, unwittingly 
no doubt, slipped back into so-called normal habits of 
thought again, like so many other statesmen today who, 
while giving lip service, sincerely enough, to the Sermon 
on the Mount ideal, show by their acts that its inner sig- 
nificance eludes them. 

Not that the Sermon on the Mount condones indolence 
or decries the dignity of creative activity. On the con- 
trary it demonstrates that all of God’s works portray the 
creative activity of perfect being, as it is written: ‘“‘Con- 
sider the lilies of the field, how thep grow; they toil not, neither 
do they spin’? (Matt. 6: 28). That is the model set before us 
in complete contradistinction to the way of life we are 
compelled to follow in the vulgar scramble for world trade. 


A Total Situation 


We are all involved in a total situation and there is little 
we can do about it as individuals except wait until the 
attempts being made to bolster up the failing system break 
down and set us free. 

Is the world economic system — the Wanton City — 
a failing system? It is certainly a wanton system if judged 
by the prodigality of its waste of material resources and the 
misdirected dissipation of human energies in a competi- 
tive — rather than co-operative — existence, spent in the 
struggle for the right to survive. It is a failing system in that 
it has failed to make the world’s abundance the common 
birthright of all mankind. “‘7he earth is the Lord’s and the 
fullness thereof,’ but no one would think it, judging by re- 
sults of the system which worships money-power instead of 
God. 

Thus daily we witness astonishing spectacles such as the 
International Rubber Study Group sending out to govern- 
ments solemn “warnings of a world surplus of natural rubber’? ; 
of tons of surplus Canadian butter being thrown into the 
sea because none of the sundry government departments 
concerned have the wit to devise ways and means by 
which the purchase can be arranged for distribution with- 
out disturbing the world market. 

Men who make systems can unmake or remake them. 
Surpluses will always be a menace to producers just so 
long as we go on trying to work within the frame-work 
of an unworkable system. Men have solved the problem of 
mass-production, but no attempt has been made to solve 
the problem of mass-consumption. The solution to this 
problem is easy but to put it into operation runs counter 
to the controlling interests of International Finance. 

Not only Canada, but the United States too has its 
genuine headaches over the question of “surplus” prob- 
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lems, while trying to operate within the existing set-up. 
Thus the U. S. Government purchased nearly three thou- 
sand million dollars worth of farm products during the 
past five years in order to support the price level at which 
farmers found it an economical proposition to produce. 
The Commodity Credit Corporation, which financed these 
purchases, also advanced another three thousand million 
dollars on loan against stocks. So far so good. 

But as Preview comments: “‘ Most of these products will never 
be used and are left to disintegrate and rot. There is enough wheat 
stored to feed the population of the U.S. for a year, if not a single 
sheaf were harvested in 1954.” In respect of this dilemma the 
American people are as much the victims of the Wanton 
System as anyone else. 


Wealth in Common 


Those who saw the film of the Commonwealth tour of 
Queen Elizabeth entitled: “‘7he Flight of the Great White 
Heron,”’ will have been impressed by the realization that 
the British people indeed belong to and comprise a com- 
monwealth, or family, of nations. But it is a Commonwealth 
in name only. Directly plans for the development of the 
Commonwealth as an integrated economic unit are pro- 
posed, the objection and opposition of High Finance comes 
into play. Finance forbids the natural expression which 
should result from the ties of friendship. Although it 
should be so, there is as yet no sense in which it could be 
said that the nations of the Commonwealth hold their 
wealth in common. 


Power To Get Wealth 


In this connection it will be seen that the words of 
Malachi (2:10) have an economic application when he 
protests: “Have we not all one father? Hath not one God created 
us? Why do we deal treacherously every man against his brother, 
by profaning the covenant of our fathers?” 

There are many ways in which the covenant made by 
God with our fathers can be profaned, apart from the 
specific manner instanced by Malachi in his denunciation. 
Because, as a race, we are far too fond of loving to listen to 
those who boast loudly saying: ““My power and the might of 
mine hand hath gotten me this wealth’? (Deut. 8: 17), whereas 
it is not so. Our national wealth is God-given, as it is writ- 
ten: “But thou shalt remember the Lord thy God: for it is he that 
giveth thee power to get wealth, that he may establish his covenant 
which he sware unto thy fathers, as it is this day’ (Deut. 8: 18). 

Do we nationally and individually acknowledge that our 
power to get wealth is God-given? Do we nationally and 
individually accept the fact that our wealth is held on trust 
for the purpose of establishing God’s covenant manifest 
as the Kingdom of God upon earth? What superabundant 
heights of greatness we could have ascended to if, as a 
people, we had risen to the responsibilities of this destiny 
as the people through whom all the families of the earth 
are to be blessed. 

Entirely contrary to the harsh materialistic nature of 
man’s outlook on life is the attitude of God’s law for the 
direction of our relationships one with another. As Deu- 
teronomy 15: 7-8 records it: “Jf there be among you a poor 
man of one of thy brethren within any of thy gates in thy land 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee, thou shalt not harden thine 
heart, nor shut thine hand from thy poor brother: But thou shalt 
open thine hand wide unto him, and shalt surely lend him sufficient 
for his need, in that which he wanteth.” 
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Moreover, verse 10 reminds us of a Divine principle too 
often unknown, if not forgotten: “Thou shalt surely give him, 
and thine heart shall not be grieved when thou givest unto him: 
because that for this thing the Lord thy God shall bless thee in all 
thy works, and in all that thou puttest thine hand unto.” This 
exposition of the attitude of brotherly loving-kindness 
which God expects of us in our relationship with our kin- 
dred forms part of the chapter dealing with the Great Law 
of the Seventh-Year Release, which overnight could 
obliterate both individual debt and the National Debt. 
All we need is the mind, collectively, to obey the Divine 
Law and watch its effect in operation, instead of continu- 
ing to ignore it. 


Right Side Up 


To be fully in the picture with regard to these Divine 
provisions for national and individual prosperity, it is 
necessary to read Deuteronomy 15, with Leviticus 25, 
which expound the Jubilee, proclaiming “‘/zberty throughout 
all the land unto all the inhabitants thereof”; a Jubilee based on 
the Divine injunction: “Ye shall not therefore oppress one an- 
other; but thou shalt fear thy God: for I am the Lord your God” 
(Lev. 25: 17). 

This is the prospect we should be enjoying in place of 
our present fate, ground down by penal laws and iniquitous 
taxation. In the rectification or restoration of all things, 
which is coming shortly, many materially-minded men 
will feel as if their world is being turned upside-down 
whereas in actuality it will be their topsy-turvy world 
which is being turned right side up. 


A Mad World 


Too often in Britain people are inclined to think that, 
if only they were in the United States, everything would 
be all right. But for the benefit of British readers of Destiny 
it needs to be emphasized that Americans have their trou- 
bles too. 

Thus at a conference held at White Sulphur Springs be- 
tween leaders of American industry and American higher 
education, Robert R. Young dramatically declared: 


“In the face of our astounding production, American business 
itself trembles as never before for its very existence as private 
enterprise. The margin of safety now left has become so slim that 
no one can guarantee that the independence of either of us 
[Business or Education] will survive another war or another de- 
pression. 

“‘We — Business and Education — joined represent the great- 
est temporal power on earth; you threadbare, we neurotic, 
cringing in a mad world. Is it not time to get together to see that 
the rewards and the decorations are more servingly distributed?” 


No less vivid was the picture painted by Mrs. Millicent 
McIntosh, President of Barnard College, who affirmed: 


“With all our great technical assets, we are restless and often 
unhappy. We have no idea what to do with our leisure for which 
the modern week provides. We have lost our faith in moral 
values and in the validity of human progress. 

“The right kind of education is the truest foundation for 
democracy and is necessary for the survival of free enterprise. 
Philosophy and history, literature and languages, art and music, 
these must be added to training in science and mathematics. 
These must be fostered if we are to have guidance in making the 
kind of world that is worth preserving.” 


All this emphasis on the virtue of secular education as a 
panacea for the national ills is simply calculated to make 
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everyone run around in circles without getting anywhere 
at all. It is good for business and education to get together, 
but if neither the one nor the other can contribute any- 
thing in the nature of a spiritual impulse, the ideas en. 
gendered at such meetings will remain stillborn. 


A Universal Mission 


The strength of the appeal which Communism makes 
to adolescent and sometimes cultivated minds is just this, 
that it gives people a sense of a universal mission; it js 
**a call to millions upon millions in a selfless struggle for freedom 
and progress,” as Voroshilov declaimed last October. By 
contrast the Democracies are constantly leaving the field 
of the world wide open to dictatorship because -they an- 
nounce no positive program apart from the negative one 
of desiring to be left alone to live their lives in peace. 

The question is often asked as to why it is that the spirit 
alive in war seems to die when peace breaks out. The 
reason is clear enough. In war every man helps his neigh- 
bor, but the moment the warrior comes home, he finds that 
it is a case of every man for himself in civilian life. The 
fact of the matter is that men need so desperately the in- 
centive and impetus of a high ideal that they often welcome 
a war as the only opportunity of finding satisfaction for this 
spiritual hunger. Yet the same zest and zeal which is spent 
unrestrainedly in times of war — to save the national life 
— could also be harnessed in times of peace to make the 
life of the nation a life worth living for all. 

Paradoxically, men do not give of their best when re- 
wards and decorations are dangled like donkey-bait be- 
fore them. The best of men give of their best when they 
hear a call to toil and sacrifice and, with tremendous inner 
exaltation, they respond to it. 

Secular education is sterile and powerless to give the 
guidance needed in order to make the kind of world which 
is worth preserving. Education can help in showing men 
how to do things well and be efficient craftsmen in every 
field of human endeavor. But spiritual inspiration alone 
can guide us in deciding what to do with the talents men 
possess. 

It is a basic principle in dianoetics that an individual 
survives or succumbs in ratio to his ability to acquire or 
hold the wherewithal to survive. Although how such a 
principle can be expected to work equitably under a sys- 
tem in which currency and credit is artificially and ar- 
bitrarily restricted, we would like to know. But survival for 
what? And with what end in view? Self-indulgence or 
spiritual perfection? Is it to be service before self or self 
first, last and all the time? 


A Kingdom of Rags 


Man has a deep spiritual hunger for perfection which 
no allurements of secular education or blandishments of 
material civilization can do anything to assuage. That is a 
fundamental psychological fact which our secular educa- 
tionalists must try to learn to understand. 

When the Communist youth paper, Komsomolskaya 
Pravda, derides the United States as being ‘‘a kingdom of 
rags,’ we can afford to laugh, since all the world knows 
that in material prosperity the U. S. A. is centuries ahead 
of the U.S.S.R. But the jibe can serve to jolt us —7.¢., 
the English-speaking family of nations as a whole — out 
of our complacency, so that we determine that the king-

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ParT II 
The Eagles and the Carcase 


N EASTERN LANDS it is not unusual for eagles, or vul- 
| tures, to be seen devouring a carcase. Instinctively, 
and from a great distance, they are able to locate a 
dead body. Then, swiftly and surely, they fly to the spot 
and proceed to tear off and devour the flesh. In so doing 
they serve a useful purpose as scavengers. 
Our Lord made use of this well-known natural phe- 
nomenon to illustrate a spiritual truth when He said: 


“‘Wheresoever the carcase is, there will the eagles be gathered 
together.”’ (Matt. 24: 28.) 


Life is of two kinds — physical and spiritual. We are 
born with physical life, but for eternity, as the Bible so 
frequently reminds us, we need God’s gift of spiritual life: 


“See, I have set before thee this day life and good, and death 
and evil . . . blessing and cursing: therefore choose life, that 
both thou and thy seed may Jive.” (Deut. 30: 15-19.) 

“The gift of God is eternal life.’ (Rom. 6: 23.) 


If a nation, or an individual, forfeits, or refuses to ac- 
cept, God’s gift of spiritual life, spiritual death will in- 
evitably follow. 


Kingdom of Judah 


This happened in the case of the Kingdom of Judah, 
a spiritual nation, which, after Solomon’s reign, began to 
fall away, becoming more and more disobedient, idola- 
trous and indifferent to God’s warnings. Our Heavenly 
Father is slow to anger and of great mercy, not willing 
that any should perish. But there is a limit to His forbear- 
ance, for it is written, “‘My spirit shall not always strive 
with man” (Gen. 6: 3). If sin is persisted in and Divine 
warnings go unheeded, the time comes when God with- 
draws His Spirit and that nation or individual becomes 
spiritually a carcase. 

In the case of the Kingdom of Judah, the death-throes 
were reached when a Babylonian army under King 
Nebuchadnezzar invaded Judea in B.c. 606. Even then 
God had not entirely given them up. First, He permitted 
them to behold the might of this great power; then to ex- 
perience its blows, lightly at first, followed by stages of 
increasing severity. Meanwhile, through His prophets 
Jeremiah and Ezekiel, He continued to plead: ‘‘Why will 
ye die? . . . Turn yourselves, and live” (Ez. 18: 31-32). 
In that last hour, had they repented, He would have spared them, 
but they failed to do so. 

A vision of the deathbed scene was given to the Prophet 
Ezekiel. Transported in spirit, he beheld the cherubims 
and the glory of the Lord leave the Temple at Jerusalem 
and, with a rushing as of wheels, mount upward and take 
their departure (Ez. 10). Terrible thought! God had with- 
drawn Himself! The nation had spiritually died! Three- 
and-a-half years later the eagle had done its work and 
nothing but the bare skeleton of the nation remained. 
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Babylon was that eagle; its emblem was an eagle. 
Babylonian sculpture bearing an eagle may be seen in the 
British Museum and in Ezekiel, chapter 17, we find a 
“great eagle” portrayed to represent the “‘king of Baby- 
lon.” 

Elsewhere, in plain language, Jeremiah tells us what 
happened; how this power invested Jerusalem, built forts 
against it round about; how the city was besieged and 
reduced to famine; its walls at last breached; Zedekiah and 
his sons seized upon attempting to escape; the princes 
put to death and the king blinded and led in chains to 
Babylon where he died in prison. Jerusalem and its mag- 
nificent Temple were burned to the ground, none being 
left but the poorest of the people (Jer. 52). Thus, by sword 
and by fire, this “eagle”? of judgment devoured Judah’s 
carcase. 

But surely there were some righteous then living in 
Jerusalem? Did they likewise perish? 

Turning to Ezekiel, chapter 9, the chapter before the 
one in which the departure of God’s Spirit from Jerusalem 
is described, we are told that the prophet had a prior 
vision in which he saw men — heavenly messengers — 
enter the city armed with weapons of destruction. Among 
them was one clothed in linen, with a writer’s inkhorn by 
his side, who went through the midst of the city setting a 
mark upon the foreheads of all of God’s true servants. 
Not until all such had been marked for preservation were 
the slayers permitted to begin. 

And this has ever been God’s way. Noah and his family 
were safe within the Ark before the Flood was sent; Lot 
had already been escorted to safety when Sodom was 
destroyed; Israel’s dwellings — all that displayed the 
blood sign — were protected when the destroying angel 
passed through Egypt; Rahab and her household were 
preserved when Jericho was overthrown. And likewise 
the righteous were saved when Nebuchadnezzar’s army 
destroyed Jerusalem. 


The Jewish Nation 


A remnant of the Kingdom of Judah, known as the 
Jews, under Ezra and Nehemiah, eventually returned to 
Palestine and rebuilt the Temple and Jerusalem. But at 
Christ’s first coming, some five centuries later, a spiritual 
decline had set in and had so far advanced that the Jews 
were a dying nation. 

Our Lord likened them to a “barren fig tree” in a vine- 
yard, concerning which the sentence had gone forth, “Cut 
it down; why cumbereth it the ground.” In the same 
parable He referred to Himself as the “dresser” of the 
vineyard, pleading that the fig tree might be given one 
more chance while He tried to bring it into bearing (Luke 
13: 6-9). How patiently and earnestly He sought to do so. 
He had come from His Father to plead with them to re- 
turn; to offer them forgiveness; to save them from their 
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sins and from their enemies; to give them peace and 
eternal life; to be their King. But all in vain. “Ye will not 
come to me that ye might have /ife”’ was His bitter lament. 
At last their day of grace ended. During the last week of 
His ministry, when passing a barren fig tree, He pro- 
nounced it accursed in the presence of His disciples: 


“Let no fruit grow on thee henceforward for ever. And 
presently the fig tree withered away.”’ (Matt. 21: 19.) 


It was said of Jesus at the time of His last entry into 


Jerusalem: 


*‘When he was come near, he beheld the city, and wept over 
it, saying, If thou hadst known, even thou, at least in this thy 
day, the things which belong unto thy peace! But now they are 
hid from thine eyes. For the days shall come upon thee, that 
thine enemies shall cast a trench about thee, and compass thee 
round, and keep thee in on every side, and shall lay thee even 
with the ground, and thy children within thee; and they shall 
not leave in thee one stone upon another; because thou knewest 
not the time of thy visitation.”’ (Luke 19: 41-44.) 


Again, He said: 


“QO, Jerusalem, Jerusalem ... how often would I have 
gathered thy children together, even as a hen gathereth her 
chickens under her wings, and ye would not! Behold, your house 
is left unto you desolate.” (Matt. 23: 37-38.) 


As in the case of Solomon’s Temple, so again the Divine 
Presence — this time Jesus, the Son of God Himself — 
was about to depart from their Temple, His Father’s 
House, and in consequence Jerusalem would suffer as 
before. 

It was after He had prophesied this that the disciples 
came to Him privately and asked, “When shall these 
things be?”’ To which Jesus replied, ““This generation shall 
not pass, till all these things be fulfilled’? (Matt. 24: 34). 
And history confirms that forty years later — a “genera- 
tion” — at Easter time, 70 A.p., Jerusalem being packed 
to overflowing with Jews assembled for the Passover, a 
Roman army (each legion bearing an ensign displaying 
an eagle) surrounded the city and that terrible four- 
months’ siege began, the like of which has perhaps never 
been equalled, when, as a result of enemy action, famine, 
pestilence and internecine strife, over a million Jews per- 
ished, while a hundred thousand more, as prisoners, were 
sold into slavery. 

An eyewitness, the Jewish historian Josephus, in his 
Wars of the Jews, describes the horrors of this siege in 
graphic detail. He shows how the Temple and Jerusalem 
were at last destroyed by fire — the Temple, by a remark- 
able coincidence, being burnt on the anniversary of its 
destruction by Nebuchadnezzar, the 10th day of their 5th 
month, Ab. 


*“‘As for that house, God had for certain long ago doomed it 
to the fire; and now that fatal day was come, according to the 
revolution of the ages; it was the tenth day of the month Ab, 
upon which it was formerly burnt by the king of Babylon.” 
(Wars of the Jews, Bk. v1, Chap. 4, Sec. 5.) 


Again, by sword and fire, an eagle power had devoured 
the carcase of a nation. 

Did Christians likewise suffer the horrors of that siege? 
Jesus not only gave full warning of this calamity but, for 
His followers, instructions for escape: 
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“When ye shall see Jerusalem compassed with armies, then 
know that the desolation thereof is nigh. Then let them which 
are in Judea flee to the mountains; and let them which are in 
the midst of it depart out; and let not them that are in the 
countries enter thereinto. For these be the days of vengeance, 
that all things which are written may be fulfilled.” (Luke 21: 
20-22.) 


These words were recalled and heeded, for, in due 
course, the encirclement of Jerusalem by hostile armies 
was recognized by Christians as the signal for escape given 
by Christ. 

It was in A.D. 66 that the city was first surrounded by a 
Roman force under Cestius, and Josephus says that this 
commander might then have taken Jerusalem and ended 
the war. But for some unaccountable reason, after a few 
weeks he raised the siege and withdrew. In the spring of 
A.D. 68, the city was again surrounded, this time by a 
Roman army led by Vespasian who, receiving news of 
Nero’s death, likewise withdrew. Doubtless these delays 
and postponements were God-given opportunities, and 
the early historians, Eusebius and Epiphanius, tell us how 
“all who believed in Christ then left Jerusalem and fled to 
Pella, and places beyond Jordan; and so escaped the 
general shipwreck of their country.” (see Euseb. Hist. 
Eccl. m1, 5; Epipha. Haer. xxrx, c, 7.) 


World Civilization 


Christ committed to His Church the task of making 
known God’s offer of eternal life to the world: 


“Go ye into all the world, and preach the gospel [good news] 
to every creature. He that believeth and is baptized shall be 
saved; but he that believeth not shall be damned.”’ (Mark 16: 
15-16.) 


Only by accepting this Divine offer is it possible to 
escape spiritual death. 


“For God so loved the world, that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in him should not perish, but 
have everlasting life.’” (John 3: 16.) 


“T give unto them [all who are Mine] eternal life; and 
they shall never perish,” said Jesus (John 10: 28). Thus, 
to every one who accepts Christ, God gives His own 
eternal Spirit. As a branch grafted into a vine receives its 
life from the vine, so all who are grafted by God into Christ 
receive His Life. ““Of him are ye in Christ Jesus” (I Cor. 
1: 30). ““He which stablisheth us with you in Christ, and 
hath anointed us, is God” (II Cor. 1: 21). Note the empha- 
sis on the word “‘in”’. As soon as this relationship is estab- 
lished, this new life — eternal life — flows in, and with it 
comes light, love, peace, power, wisdom, a new outlook. 
In fact, all things become new and sanctification begins 
— “Christ in you, the hope of glory” (Col. 1: 27). “Abide 
in me,” said Christ. ‘“There is therefore now no condemna- 
tion to them which are zn Christ Jesus” (Rom. 8: 1). In the 
old dispensation God dwelt among His people in a Temple 
made with hands; in this, the Christian Dispensation, as a 
result of Christ’s redeeming work, He dwells in His people: 


“Ye are the temple of the living God; as God hath said, I 
will dwell in them, and walk in them; and I will be their God, 
and they shall be my people.” (II Cor. 6: 16.) 


A sign of the approaching end of the age would be a 
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great effort on the part of the Church to publish the 
Gospel throughout the world. 


“Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in 
the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: 
teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you: and, lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end 
of the world [consummation of the age].” (Matt. 28: 19-20.) 


During the past century and a half, and particularly 
during the past 40 years, God has opened a “‘door”’ (Rev. 
3: 8), making it possible for missionaries to go forth and 
for the Gospel to be translated, printed and circulated in 
languages and dialects of every continent. Today, in many 

parts, it is even being broadcast by radio. But according to 

Christ’ s Parable of the Sower (Matt. 13: 3-23), not all, 
by a long way, of the seed sown would fall on fertile 
ground. 

There is no greater fallacy than to imagine that the 
world is to be won for Christ by the missionary efforts of 
the Church. It is God’s will that all should have an oppor- 
tunity of accepting His offer of eternal life, but He does 
not force us to do so. God’s purpose, as taught in the New 
Testament (e.g., Rom. 11: 25), is that His Church shall 
comprise representatives of all nations. When the full 
complement, as determined by Him, shall have come in, 
the age will close and the “‘door” will shut. Do we see 
signs of it closing now? 

The world is not to get better as the end approaches, for 
Christ taught the very reverse: 


“And because iniquity shall abound, the love of many shall 
wax cold.” (Matt. 24: 12.) 


Conditions would resemble those which prevailed “in 
the days of Noah” (Luke 17: 26) when “the wickedness 
of man was great . . . the earth also was corrupt before 
God, and . . . filled with violence” (Gen. 6: 5-11); and 
“as it was in the days of Lot” (Luke 17: 28) when “men 
of Sodom were wicked and sinners before the Lord exceed- 
ingly” (Gen. 13: 13). Moreover, apostasy, the rejection of 
revealed truth, would exist as in Jerusalem prior to its 
destruction. 


“In the last days . . . men shall be . . . lovers of pleasures 
more than lovers of God; having a form of godliness, but denying 
the power thereof.” (II Tim. 3: 1-5.) 


In other words, much of the world at the end will have 
become a “‘carcase.”’ Is that true of these days? The eagles 
have already been at work and the last one, the greatest 
of them all — the Eagle system revealed to Esdras — has 
appeared on the scene, ready with fire and sword to devour 
what remains. “At the time appointed the end shall be” 
(Dan. 8: 19). 

Is this great day of world-cleansing now upon us? The 
signs given for its approach are unmistakable. We are near 
the end of a “generation” that began with a world war 
and brought deliverance for Jerusalem from a long period 
of Gentile down-treading. To this Christ referred in His 
Olivet prophecy of the end of the age when He said: 


“Jerusalem shall be trodden down of the Gentiles, until the 
times of the Gentiles be fulfilled.” (Luke 21: 24.) 


The liberation of Jerusalem, on December 9th, 1917, 
most definitely appeared to confirm that this closing epoch 
had been entered. But what is meant by the “Times of 
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the Gentiles”? Judah’s subjugation and captivity to Baby- 
lon marked the commencement for the Jews of a long 
period of “Seven Times” of punishment (Lev. 26: 24) 
during which a succession of Gentile empires would be 
given world supremacy and power over Jerusalem and the 
Holy Land. Just as a convict returns to his possessions 
when his sentence expires, so would it be in the case of 
Judah. At the end of her long term of banishment, she too 
would be reinstated and her land and city restored to her. 

From various Scriptures we learn that “Seven Times” 
represent 2520 years. As long ago as 1887, Dr. Grattan 
Guinness showed that, measured from the year Nebuchad- 
nezzar acceded to the throne of Babylon, B.c. 604, this 
period would expire in 1917 when a great epoch should 
begin for Jerusalem. Two things happened in 1917 to 
confirm this interpretation: On November 2nd came the 
Balfour Declaration promising the Jews a homeland in 
Palestine; on December 9th Jerusalem was surrendered 
by the power which for over twelve centuries had trodden 
it down. 

In His parable of the budding Fig Tree (Matt. 24: 
32-36), Jesus gave as a near sign for His return the revival of 
Jewish national aspirations. An important step in this 
direction took place on May 14th, 1948, when the new 
Jewish State in Palestine was proclaimed. But the Jews 
represent only a small section of “Israel”; and Jeremiah 
refers to a certain class of Jews as “‘bad figs” (Jer. 24: 3-10) 
destined to be “‘consumed from off the land” and to have no 
part in the final restoration. 

In many prophecies the end of the age is represented as 
a time of travail —a time of sorrow and anguish to be 
passed through by the world in giving birth to a new order. 
**They shall be in pain as a woman that travaileth,” says 
Isaiah (13: 8). ““Ask ye now, and see whether a man doth 
travail with child?” Jeremiah inquires: 


*“‘Wherefore do I see every man with his hands on his loins, as 
a woman in travail, and all faces are turned into paleness? 
Alas! For that day is great, so that none is like it: it is even the 
time of Jacob’s trouble.” (Jer. 30: 6-7.) 


Christ likewise referred to it as such, and gave, as the 
first indication, “‘sorrows”’ (lit. travail), the bloodshed of a 
world war — “nation shall rise against nation, and king- 
dom against kingdom” (Matt. 24: 7-8). 

In a book published in 1915, Mr. Harold Norris sug- 
gested that a chronological period might be attached to 
this ““Time of Travail.” He suggested that, if “pregnancy” 
represented “nine months” of the ““Times of the Gentiles”’ 
(i.e., 9/12ths of 2520 equal 7890 years), then, measured 
from the commencement of Christ’s ministry, travail 
should begin in 1917. 

Timing and design are evidence of intelligent planning, 
often by someone at work behind the scenes. Already in 
this present study we see a time-pattern beginning to 
emerge.

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In each epoch Jerusalem occupies a pivotal position and, 


as we shall see, a remarkable parallelism exists. For ex- 


ample, each epoch appears to cover a period of 40 years. 


At the commencement of the first period, Ezekiel was 
told to lie down forty days on his right side, to signify 


forty years of special punishment to be suffered by Judah 


for their iniquity. This included Nebuchadnezzar’s mili- 


tary campaigns against Jerusalem and the severe treatment 
suffered by Jews in Babylon throughout that king’s reign: 


Jehoiachim tributary to Nebuchadnezzar 


(II Kings 24: 1) 3 years 

Jehoiachin released by Evil-merodach and 
kindly treated (II Kings 25: 27) 37 years 
40 years 


The Roman epoch likewise covered a “‘generation”’ of 


40 years. It was during Passover week, A.p. 30, that Jesus 
forewarned His disciples of Jerusalem’s coming destruc- 
tion, and it was 40 years later, during Passover week, A.D. 
70, when Roman armies gathered around and eventually 
destroyed Jerusalem. 


But this Roman period was merely a foreshadowing of 


the final “generation” of greater world-wide trouble that 
would precede Christ’s second coming, which, as already 
noticed, was to begin with a world war. If the latter was 
that of 1914-1918, then 40 years from thence will expire 
1954-1958. 


The Romans burned the Temple on the anniversary of 


the first Temple being burned by the Babylonians, viz., the 
10th day of Ab (August 4-5, a.p. 70). For Britain the 
war which brought Jerusalem’s liberation began August 
4-5, 1914.

This 40-year epoch is remarkable. It is closely associated 
with two important periods given in connection with 
events at the end, viz., the 1260 days and 1335 days 
(Dan. 12: 7 & 12). The latter period is to end in blessing: 

‘Blessed is he that waiteth, and cometh to the thousand three 
hundred and five and thirty days.” 

The year 1917 was the 1335th year of the Moslem cal- 
endar — the calendar (based on the lunar year of 354 
days) of the power that for over twelve centuries occupied 
Jerusalem, and from which it was liberated in December 
of that year. The 1335th solar year from the same starting- 
point will end forty years later in 1957.

December 9, 1917, Jerusalem’s surrender, was exactly 
“forty and two months” — 1260 days — from the as- 
sassination of the Archduke, the first fatal shot of World 
War I, June 28, 1914. This period is actually mentioned in 
connection with Jerusalem’s treading down in Revelation 
11: 2. It would seem, therefore, to be an integral part of 
the 2520 years—a vernier, as it were, for fixing its 
termination:

The recurrence of important Jerusalem dates cannot be 
without significance. We have noticed, and shall have 
cause still further to notice, the prominence of August 
4—5th, upon which date the Temple was burnt. Another 
red-letter date in the Jewish calendar — the 24th day of 
their ninth month Kislev — twice emphasized in Haggai 
(ch. 2, vss. 10, 18 & 19) as important in connection with 
the Temple’s restoration — coincided with December 9, 
1917, the main pivotal date of this closing epoch.

Will December 9, 1957 see restoration completed? 

The Roman destruction of Jerusalem, incorporated in 
our Lord’s Olivet prophecy, was a type of the desolation 
on a world scale to take place prior to His coming. It 
should be noticed that the most terrible phase — the 
burning by fire — came at the end of the 40 years. 

In Luke’s account, the desolating power is an army: 


“When ye shall see Jerusalem compassed with armies, then 
know that the desolation thereof is nigh.”” (Luke 21: 20.) 


The “armies” here were, of course, the Roman eagles. 
In Matthew’s account, the same military power is referred 
to as “the abomination of desolation, spoken of by Daniel the 
prophet” (Matt. 24: 15). The “Eagle” power of Esdras, 
therefore, particularly in regard to its final development, is 
embodied in the “abomination of desolation” which our 
Lord associates with the last Great Tribulation. 

A little searching in Daniel reveals a 1290-day cycle to 
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be connected with this “abomination” (Dan. 12: 11). 
Has such a time-mark been observed running out in the 
careers of the Eagle’s last three heads — Fascist-Italy, 
Nazi-Germany and Communist-Russia? It certainly has, 
as many readers doubtless are aware, but we will confine 
ourselves here to quoting one important example which 
embraces the commencement of the two world wars and 
will terminate apparently on a date, the significance of 
which we shall presently be able to better appreciate. 

In connection with major happenings, this 1290-day 
cycle has been observed generally to function on a solar 
scale, based not on a prophetic month of 30 days, but on a 
month, 12 of which comprise 36514 days. Hence:

At the end of Israel’s 40 years of wilderness wandering, a 
seemingly impregnable stronghold, Jericho, surrounded by 
massive walls, the center of a corrupt civilization, had to 
be destroyed before God’s people could be established in 
the Promised Land. Today, a greater “Jericho” — the 
corrupt civilization of the modern world — bars the way 
to the establishment of Christ’s Kingdom on earth. An- 
cient Jericho fell after Israel had encompassed it once each 
day for six days, and seven times on the seventh day. 
Then, suddenly, its walls collapsed and the city and all 
therein, with the exception of certain things consecrated 
to the Lord, were utterly destroyed and burned with fire 
(Joshua 6). Again, observe, the fire came at the end. 

We are at the end of a greater ““Seven Times” and we 
appear to be well advanced in the final encompassing of 
the anti-typical “‘Jericho.” Is there evidence of a sevenfold 
period now running out? 

The seven years, August 20, 1950 to August 19, 1957, appear 
strongly marked by four important terminal dates. 


August 20, 1950 — This day coincided with the 7th day of 
the month Ellul in the Jewish calendar, the anniversary 
of Jerusalem — the city itself — being set on fire in A.D. 70. 
Moreover, August 20, 1950 was exactly 2400 times the 
Displacement Factor, 286.1022, in days, from the day 
that destruction took place. 


August 20, 1953 — The important date in Great Pyramid 
chronology when the South Wall of the King’s Chamber 
was reached. Soviet Russia announced the explosion of 
a Hydrogen Bomb — “A turning-point in history — 
the greatest yet” (Daily Mail). 


August 20, 1954 — If Jerusalem’s deliverance, December 9, 
1917, marked the prophetic ending of the “Seven Times” 
(7 x 360), the solar ending (7 x 365.2422) will be August 
20, 1954, the difference between the two being 36 years, 
254 days. 
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August 19, 1957 — From Britain’s entry into World War I, 
August 4-5, 1914, 7 x 1260 days ended on two days of 
alarm in Britain, the Munich climax, September 
27-28, 1938; from thence a further 3 x 2300 days will 
end August 19, 1957 — and “2300” is, of course, the 
period for the “cleansing” of the Sanctuary (Dan. 8: 14), 
which in part is to be accomplished by “‘fire.” A further 
7 x 2300 days will end on an outstanding Great Pyramid 
date, the terminal of its 6000 inch-year ascending scale, 
September 17, 2001. 


Hence, a seven-year period, commencing August 20, 
1950, appears clearly defined:

Following the vision when he beheld “the whole body 
of the eagle burnt so that the earth was in great fear,” 
Esdras had another vision when he was permitted a fore- 
view of the “fire” which, from his description, was evi- 
dently atomic — a “horrible star,” an intense central ball 
of fire, “over every high and eminent place’’; “great and 
mighty clouds shall be lifted up full of wrath,” causing 
“‘sreat fearfulness and trembling”; whole cities disappear- 
ing in ‘‘dust and smoke,” and the adjacent country deso- 
lated (II Esdras 15: 37-44). 

That a baptism of fire is to usher in the coming age is 
consistently stressed throughout the Bible: 


“Our God shall come, and shall not keep silence: a fire shall 
devour before him, and it shall be very tempestuous round 
about him. He shall call to the heavens from above, and to the 
earth, that he may judge his people.” (Ps. 50: 3-4.) 

“‘Who may abide the day of his coming? And who shall stand 
when he appeareth? For he is like a refiner’s fire. . . .”” (Mal. 
3: 2.) 

“For, behold, the day cometh, that shall burn as an oven; and 
all the proud, yea, and all that do wickedly, shall be stubble: 
and the day that cometh shall burn them up, saith the Lord of 
hosts, that it shall leave them neither root nor branch.” (Mal. 
4: 1.) 

“The day of the Lord will come as a thief in the night; in the 
which the heavens shall pass away with a great noise, and the 
elements shall melt with fervent heat, the earth also and the 
works that are therein shall be burned up.” (II Peter 3: 10.) 


Some early manuscripts render these last words “shall 
be discovered” instead of “‘shall be burned up.” In various 
passages the nature of the “‘fire’”’ is described as “‘devour- 
ing,” or “unquenchable.”’ Christ Himself likened it to the 
fire rained down from heaven which destroyed Sodom 
(Luke 17: 29). 

And just when prophecy leads us to expect such a cata- 
clysm to be imminent, Russia, the remaining head of the 
Eagle, has emerged as a giant military power in possession 
of the H-Bomb. Jesus said that, immediately prior to the 
end, “‘men’s hearts would be failing them for fear, and for 
looking after those things which are coming on the earth” 
(Luke 21: 26). His words are certainly true of these days. 
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The Escape 


Of one thing we are assured: Israel (Jacob) nationally 
will survive, for God has promised that Israel shall never 
cease to be a nation before Him forever (Jer. 31: 36). 
Also Israel’s throne will endure (Jer. 33: 20-21). 


“Once have I sworn by my holiness that I will not lie unto 
David. His seed shall endure for ever, and his throne as the 
sun before me.” (Ps. 89: 35-36.) 


Moreover, He has promised that, in this coming tribu- 
lation — the last and greatest of all time — Jacob is to be 
“‘saved out of it” (Jer. 30: 7). 

Moses, when appointed Israel’s leader, had a strange 
experience. God spoke to him out of a burning bush, which 
he observed was not in the least hurt by the flames. The 
incident was a sign to assure him that, as the bush was 
uninjured by the flames, so, because God was with them, 
Jacob’s descendants would likewise survive every fiery 
ordeal through which they would have to pass. 

Some centuries later, the Prophet Isaiah came to this 
people with the comforting message: 


“Fear not. . . . When thou walkest through the fire, thou 
shalt not be burned; neither shall the flame kindle upon thee. 
For I am the Lord thy God, the Holy One of Israel, thy Saviour.” 
(Isa. 43: 1-3.) 


So in Malachi, where the climax at the end is likened to 
a refiner’s furnace—a “day” that shall “burn as an 
oven” — Jacob’s descendants are likened to precious 
metal that, passing through the furnace, is purified of its 
dross: 


“For I am the Lord, I change not; therefore ye sons of Jacob 
are not consumed.” (Mal. 3: 6.) 


The dross to be purged out will be “the rebels, and 
them that transgress against me” (Ez. 20: 38) — those 
who, by act or word, have rejected God and Jesus Christ, 
the Saviour and King. “See that ye refuse not him that 
speaketh,” says the writer to the Hebrews, “‘for our God 
is a consuming fire”? (Heb. 12: 25-29). It is spiritual Israel 
within national Israel that is to be preserved. 

Prior to the end, however, Israel is to have a profound

dom we have shall become the Kingdom of God upon 
earth. 

Indeed, from the Divine standpoint, all our righteous- 
nesses, national and individual, “are as filthy rags,” as 
Isaiah (64: 6) proclaims of the righteousnesses of which 
we shout so loud and of which we are so inordinately vain. 
Why is this so? It is because the highest level we may have 
attained, spiritually or materially, is as nothing in the 
sight of God; the best we may have achieved falls so far 
short of the standard envisaged in the Divine design. 

Is this a cause for despair? On the contrary it is a call for 
the rededication of our lives and efforts. 

Let us therefore put first things first. Let us seek first the 
Kingdom of God and the righteousness of God, as the 
Sermon on the Mount enjoins that we should do. So shall 
all the material things (after which the Gentiles seek) be 
added to us. So shall we find ourselves entering a new 
dimension of living and being, until ultimately we emerge 
upon the Plane of Divine Perfection, which is already here, 
and there and everywhere, although as yet unmanifest and 
unseen. 
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spiritual experience. Circumstances in some way will 
compel the nation to call upon God to save them. Then, 
despite their sinfulness and utter unworthiness, because 
“they are beloved for the fathers’ sakes,” He will mercifully 
take way their ungodliness, and put His Spirit within them. 
When this happens, He will “remove far off from you the 
northern army, and will drive him into a land barren and 
desolate . . . for the Lord will do great things” (Joel 
2: 12-27; Rom. 11: 26-28). Should we not be praying for 
this promised blessing now? 

There is something else that should concern us, and the 
time may be short. Cities will be danger spots, as were 
Sodom and Jerusalem; in both cases evacuation was a 
necessity. Lot was directed to the hills, and Christians to 
the hill country of Transjordan. Our Lord has graciously 
given warnings and instructions for our safety. They are 
to be found in His Olivet prophecy (Matt. 24: 15-20) 
and should be studied and acted upon. 

As a Christian nation, we submit that our nation, if it 
has not already done so, should prepare plans on a large 
scale for the evacuation, especially of women and children, 
from cities to safe areas; and such plans should be ready 
to be put into operation the instant the emergency arises. 

What did Jesus mean when He said: 


“Watch ye therefore, and pray always, that ye may be ac- 
counted worthy to escape all these things that shall come to pass, 
and to stand before the Son of man.” (Luke 21: 36.) 


What did Paul mean when he said: 


*‘The day of the Lord so cometh as a thief in the night. . . . 
Ye, brethren, are not in darkness, that that day should overtake 
you as a thief. . . . For God hath not appointed us to wrath, 
but to obtain salvation by our Lord Jesus Christ.” (I Thess. 
5: 2-9.) 


Is it possible, as Paul states earlier, that many Christians 
on earth will be suddenly changed and caught up to meet 
the Lord “‘in the air”? Will all who are truly abiding in 
Christ — possess His Spirit — escape? 

Immediately after the Great Tribulation, Christ is 
coming with His saints (Jude 14). Is He coming first as a 
“‘thief’’ to steal way His true followers? That appears to be 
the teaching of the Scriptures, but it is very difficult to 
understand. Paul said: 


“Behold, I shew you a mystery; We shall not all sleep [die], 
but we shall all be changed, in a moment, in the twinkling of an 
eye, at the last trump: for the trumpet shall sound, and the dead 
shall be raised incorruptible, and we shall be changed.” (I 
Cor. 15: 51-52.) 


This can be possible only if we possess Christ’s Spirit, 
for “If the Spirit of him that raised up Jesus from the dead 
dwell in you, he that raised up Christ from the dead shall 
also quicken your mortal bodies by his Spirit that dwelleth 
in you” (Rom. 8: 11). Our Lord, in His Parable of the 
Ten Virgins, stressed the importance above all of being 
“filled with the Spirit.” Only those with “oil” (the Holy 
Spirit) in their lamps went in with the Bridegroom to the 
marriage (Matt. 25: 1-13). 

Let us all make sure that we are abiding in Christ. 
Then the eagles of judgment will not touch us; we shall 
meet Him and be accepted of Him; then we shall have a 
place in His eternal Kingdom. Even in these dark days, 
we shall be able to look up and lift up our heads, knowing 
that our redemption draweth nigh.

London, July 7 (By CABLE) 
NATO governments are deeply impressed by 
two revolts now in the making, which may change 
the course of world affairs. There is a regeneration 
in the West: a degeneration in the East. Both are still 
tender plants. Nevertheless, these tendencies promise 
much. Indeed, they promise a decisive solution. Whatever 
the Communist Powers may plan, and however they may 
maneuver, the whole situation has to be looked at in the 
context of these two growing movements. It is, therefore, 
all the more imperative to encourage and harness the 
great awakening movements in America and Britain 
and the counterrevolution inside Russia. Upon these two 
forces all may depend. Both offer us a hope which, until 
recently, has been hard to discover. Now there is every 
reason for fresh confidence. To a large extent the tides 
have turned. 

There is growing evidence from all quarters of a widen- 
ing interest in the supernaturalistic concept. Opposed to 
this are other influences which do not relish such an 
awakening — some because they feel it to be anachro- 
nistic; others because it challenges personal interests. 
Nevertheless, those who have become aroused are on the 
march. They have seen a great light in the darkness and 
to them it is all in all. They are in revolt against a ma- 
terialist escapism which has become flat and meaningless. 

In the opinion of this Service, Britain and the West 
in general stand upon the threshold of the greatest spiritual 
awakening for many centuries; while physical conditions 
are likewise improving and the outlook is getting brighter 
as signs of a dawn multiply. But how is this possible within 
the echo of H-bomb explosions and within sight of the 
cobalt bomb? Partly because the spiritual transcends the 
physical; partly because the West has acquired physical 
superiority for the present; and partly because, while 
regeneration is taking place in the West, degeneration is 
occurring in the East. 

The N.T.S. (Nacional ’no Trudovoi Soyuz), known in 
English as the National Alliance of Russian Solidarists, 
is an independent Russian anti-Communist organization 
to achieve the liberation of the people of Russia from the 
Soviet regime, by the efforts of the Russian people them- 
selves. It operates an underground behind the Iron 
Curtain. 

By various methods of underground propaganda, in- 
dividuals are encouraged to enroll in an organization, 
the members of which are unknown to each other (except 
for groups of not more than two or three old friends). 
Members do not get in touch with one another but they 
represent a system of isolated “‘molecules,” closely welded 
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together by a common idea. To attain common aims, they 
act uniformly in accordance with carefully-planned in- 
structions from revolutionary headquarters. Apart from 
minor acts of defiance which can be carried out by most 
Soviet citizens without too much risk, all engage in a 
routine practice. Every “molecule” must, as often as 
possible, make its existence known to other anonymous 
fighters and to the general public by tracing the symbol 
and the slogans of the organization on walls, railroad 
cars, etc. This creates a snowballing, self-perpetuating 
process which helps gradually to liberate the population 
from the hypnotic spell of fear. 

The sight of the revolutionary symbol suggests to the 
citizen that he is not isolated; that there are many other 
anonymous individuals who feel the same way and want 
the same things. This tends to dispel the feeling of isola- 
tion, and provides him with the feeling that he is a member 
of a movement. 

Since these signs symbolize a particular set of ideas and 
political principles, their constant appearance helps to 
organize thought and to unite the masses in a single 
co-ordinated effort. Since this process gives the population 
the chance to “vote,” not only against the regime, but for 
a determined and positive purpose, it creates inside 
Russia a new and growing political force over which the 
government has absolutely no control. The outward signs 
of a rising wave of popular resistance which began after 
Stalin’s death and grew after Beria’s fall can be traced 
throughout the Soviet Union. 

Stalin’s death and the fall of Beria have seriously 
undermined the hypnotic power of Soviet propaganda 
myths. The weird spell has begun to vanish. The myths 
of the “indestructible unity of Stalin’s loyal disciples and 
comrades-in-arms”; of the “invincibility of the MVD,” 
and many others, were exposed in all their absurdity. 
People began to realize that the monsters of the Kremlin 
and their MVD henchmen are but ordinary mortals. 
This has not only seriously crippled the MVD, which 
cannot effectively serve two mutually distrustful masters, 
but has also shaken the entire government structure from 
top to bottom. 

At the back of his mind, every official, big or little, is 
constantly worried as to how he should behave in order to 
avoid suspicion and eventually vengeance from one of the 
rival factions. Trained to demonstrate his loyalty through 
servility to his seniors (no matter to what organization 
they belonged) and glorification of the supreme leader, 
he is now at a loss how to meet the new situation. Whom 
is he to eulogize? How is he to display his “‘vigilance” and 
denounce any of his colleagues, higher or lower in rank, 
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if this might arouse the wrath of one of the antagonistic 
groups? Hence, the system of mutual spying has slackened 
considerably. Conscious of the sentiment of the popula- 
tion, the Soviet official now hesitates to antagonize it too 
much. He is no longer as efficient a servant of the regime 
as he used to be. His main preoccupation is to survive. 

The Soviet government is still very strong and tenacious 
and will fight tooth and nail for survival. But the destiny 
of the revolutionary movement does not, at present, 
depend so much on the determination of the government 
to rule, or on the success of revolutionary propaganda and 
underground operations. It will greatly depend on the 
attitudes and the policies of the free world. For it is the 
free world which unwittingly helps the Soviet government 
effectively to slow down, if not altogether to interrupt, 
the development of a revolutionary situation in Russia. 
There is hardly anything the Soviet government can do 
internally to win the real support of the oppressed masses. 

Malenkov and Khrushchev are as hated as Stalin, whose 
name has almost vanished from the official Soviet vocabu- 
lary. There is only one essential difference — Stalin was 
feared, whereas Malenkov and Khrushchev are feared 
far less. The Soviet government’s main source of power 
to control the psychology of its own population comes 
from the free world’s vacillating and ambiguous policy. 
Russia faces degeneration. Are we going to use it, and 
thus save the world from a possible catastrophe or are we 
going to let matters drift? That is the supreme question. 

A change of major importance is beginning to develop 
in Scandinavia. After the death of Stalin, most Scandina- 
vian political leaders joined the wishful thinkers who be- 
lieved in a new Soviet policy. They were, in fact, even 
more sanguine than the optimists in other parts of the 
world. At the same time, Scandinavians are basically 
realistic and facts which became apparent at the beginning 
of this year have sobered them up. The first of these facts 
was the discovery of a widespread Soviet spy network in 
northern Sweden and northern Norway. People were 
deeply shocked by the disclosures which followed the 
arrests which were made after the desertion of MVD 
official Pavlov. What is still not generally known is that 
the spy ring so far discovered is only a small part of some- 
thing much bigger which is operating in Scandinavia. It 
has come as a shock to Sweden to find that the Soviet 
Union, in its intelligence activities, makes no distinction 
between the NATO countries of Norway and Denmark 
and neutral Sweden. Evidence found by the Swedish 
government shows that Russia looks on Scandinavia as 
one unit in the strategic context. 

Sweden appears definitely to have been shaken out of 
her former neutralist complacency. It should not be 
expected, however, that she will suddenly and openly 
join a Scandinavian defense pact, nor abandon her 
declarations of neutrality. Nevertheless, the Scandinavian 
countries are beginning to pull together and are moving 
Cautiously toward a common defense policy. From the 
Western point of view this is of great importance. As the 
trend continues, it will add appreciably to the security 
of the North Atlantic and to the defense of Western 
Europe. 

Moscow has not given up hope of taking over Italy 
from the inside. In spite of Prime Minister Scelba’s 
energetic anti-Communism, Moscow is more optimistic 
about Italy than at any other time during the last few 
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years. In other European countries, however, Russia has 
more or less shelved any hopes of getting power by internal 
action and Communist tactics and strategy are being 
varied accordingly. 

Since February, the whole MVD organization jn 
Western Europe has been undergoing a complete overhaul 
and reorganization. The desertion of Khokhlov is not the 
only reason. The matter goes rather deeper. The MVD 
in Western Europe was built up by Beria and staffed 
with his men, many of whom were left at their posts after 
Beria’s liquidation. The removal of these men did not 
begin until February of this year. It was this which largely 
contributed to a general panic in the MVD, leading 
to numerous desertions. Khokhlov was not the only one 
nor, indeed, was he the most important. Nothing is 
being said publicly about the others. It is thought better 
to keep Moscow guessing as to what has happened to 
some of the key men. 

Since the Berlin conference, there has been a gradual 
but marked stiffening of the Soviet Union’s attitude to- 
wards Austria. This has shown itself in a number of 
ways which now make a threatening pattern. Soviet 
armed forces have been gradually returning. Several 
garrisons, such as Sankt Valentin and Deutsch Wagram, 
which had been either reduced or abandoned, have been 
re-established. More troops, exceeding divisional strength, 
have arrived. Their arrival was marked by series of rapes, 
robberies and murders. Our observer in Vienna, after 
sifting a large number of reports, estimates that Soviet 
army strength in Austria, which was four divisions before 
the Berlin conference, has now risen to six divisions. It is 
expected that a strength of seven divisions will have been 
reached by July. 

The domestic affairs of Western Germany necessarily 
have a considerable impact on the whole international 
situation. It is of the utmost importance that Chancellor 
Adenauer’s prospects and difficulties should be clearly 
understood. The defeat of September 1953 thoroughly 
shook the Socialist Party, and it was not long before the 
post-mortem began. A rebellion is now gradually spreading 
against the leadership, as Ollenhauer has stubbornly 
refused to admit that there is any need to modify the party 
policy or methods. 

This is of considerable importance because the real 
point at issue is that the reformists have lost faith in both 
Marxism and nationalism and have the courage to admit 
that Marxism has failed. They say that the class struggle 
is no longer justified, since the workers are no longer an 
oppressed class but are substantial citizens with an interest 
in peaceful coexistence and shared prosperity with other 
classes of society. 

In foreign policy, Bonn remains one of Mr. Dulles’ 
strongest supporters. Relations between Bonn and Wash- 
ington are good. Relations between Yugoslavia and the 
West are good only on the surface. Underneath, Yugo- 
slavia bears a great spite against both Britain and the 
U. S. A. and trusts neither of them.

E CONVERSE of “in unity there 
is strength” is equally valid: in 
disunity there is disaster. As 
mid-1954 arrived, the Western world 
was demonstrating this in a grim and 
unforgettable manner. Split three 
ways, in almost total disagreement 
over means and methods of combatting 
ascendant Communist aggression, the 
Western Alliance was hastening by 
its very indetermination the supreme 
travail of modern civilization. 

No matter where one looked, the 
trend was unmistakable. Despite 
Churchill-Eisenhower conferences in 
Washington, Great Britain and the 
United States were unable to agree on 
basic anti-Communist procedures in 
Southeast Asia. A government com- 
mitted to negotiating peace in Indo- 
China on almost any terms took over 
in France. Pro-Western Chancellor 
Adenauer of Germany lost strength in 
state elections, while elements favoring 
closer rapprochement with Russia be- 
came more outspoken. 

Capitalizing upon Western weakness 
and confusion, the Communists pressed 
relentlessly forward on the diplomatic 
and military fronts. Despite setbacks 
in Pakistan and Guatemala, the over- 
all picture was one of ominous Russian 
progress. While Great Britain and 
the United States bickered over pro- 
jected defense pacts in Southeast Asia, 
the Viet Minh Reds ground closer 
to the military conquest of Indo- 
China. 

The global crisis is no overnight 
manifestation. Rather it is a precise 
and ordered process of Divine ‘“‘cor- 
rective action,” with each step un- 
folding harmoniously from what has 
gone before. The time-measures of 
Scriptural chronology, applied to the 
day-to-day developments of these 
eventful decades, reveal the hand of 
God ever in control. 

The French Cabinet on May 26 
ordered Foreign Minister Bidault to 
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press for a quick cease-fire in Indo- 
China, even if it involved accepting 
parts of a “‘dishonorable” peace plan 
advanced by the Communists. This 
was 1600 days lunar after Russia rec- 
ognized the Indo-Chinese rebel regime 
of Ho Chi-minh in January 1950 
(Chart I). Connoting “‘space or extent 
of judgment,” the 1600 time-factor 
links these two developments in the 
ordered process of Divine chastisement. 

As the chart indicates, May 26 also 
fell 666 days after July 29, 1952 when 
France demanded additional economic 
and military aid from the United 
States. The number 666 symbolizes 
the human world order, reared in 
opposition to God and bereft of His 
spirit, that is to be consumed in the 
fires of tribulation. Speeding the 
process will be the defection of “‘un- 
equally yoked” allies upon whom 
Britain and America foolishly relied. 

Paris sources reported on May 27 
that Premier Laniel had prepared 
emergency measures to bolster France’s 
rickety military position in Indo- 
China. Meanwhile, the Geneva con- 
ference failed to agree on a cease-fire 
formula for ending the Indo-China 
fighting. The date was 1260 days 
solar (tribulation) after November 26, 
1950 when the Chinese Reds opened 
their massive offensive which nearly 
swept UN forces off the Korean pen- 
insula (center of Chart III). 

Thailand on May 29 requested that 
the UN Security Council act against 
Communist aggression in Southeast 
Asia. On the same day the Indo-China 
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peace conference agreed to invite 
military representatives of the Viet 
Minh and the French Union to begin 
cease-fire talks in Geneva at the earliest 
possible date. 

A lunar 7 x 270 interval (birth 
travail perfected) separates these events 
from April 23, 1949 when Communist 
armies captured the Nationalist capital 
of Nanking. Equally significant is the 
1600 plus 880 days linking to August 
14, 1947 when India received its inde- 
pendence. The 880 time-factor is ten 
times the number of Divine inter- 
mediation (88). In combination with 
1600, it stresses that events so marked 
unfold the God-ordained process of 
judgment. 

Finally, May 29 fell 7 x 120 days 
solar (warning perfected) after Janu- 
ary 28, 1952 when the Western Big 
Three warned that a Chinese Com- 
munist invasion of Indo-China, Thai- 
land or Burma would bring instant 
UN retaliation (Chart II). Like so 
many other Western pronouncements, 
this one also failed to halt the tide of 
Red conquest. 

On June 1, lunar terminal of 2520 
days (trial or probation) after India 
received independence, headlines un- 
derscored Communist penetration into 
that strategic subcontinent. The gov- 
ernment of Pakistan announced the 
arrest of 199 Communists and sym- 
pathizers in a nation-wide crackdown. 
The move came two days after East 
Pakistan’s coalition cabinet was ousted 
following widespread labor riots. 

June 1 was also 666 days lunar after 
the King of Nepal acted to curb Com- 
munist-fomented unrest in that border 
country (top of Chart II). 

Russia and Red China on June 2 
again deadlocked the Geneva confer- 
ence by insisting that Communist na- 
tions help police an Indo-China 
armistice. On the same day military 
representatives of the two high com- 
mands in Indo-China met for the 
first time to draw a cease-fire line. 
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These developments fell exactly 
1600 days solar before November 11, 
1958, which closes a forty-year genera- 
tion after the November 1918 Armis- 
tice (near top of Chart III). June 2 
was also 420 days lunar after the April 
14, 1953 Communist invasion of Laos. 
The 420 factor is one-sixth of 2520. 

A displacement or human error 
interval (286 days) separates June 2 
from August 20, 1953 when the south 
wall of the Great Pyramid’s Hall of 
Judgment was reached. Upon that 
memorable milepost Russia announced 
that it had tested a hydrogen bomb. 

Russia disclosed on June 8 that her 
price for peace in Indo-China would 
be nearly half of the area, including 
permanent possession of all territory 
overrun by Red guerillas. This was 
1290 days (desolation) after the No- 
vember 26, 1950 Chinese Red offensive 
in Korea (Chart III). In addition, 
June 8 fell 420 days after the Com- 
munist invasion of Laos. 

Meanwhile, the shadow of Com- 
munist desolation fell across a Central 
American country. In Guatemala, 
President Jacobo Arbenz suspended 
constitutional guarantees and assumed 
special powers on the grounds that an 
alleged “‘subversive movement” threat- 
ened his Red-tinged regime. The 666 
factor strongly marks this move. It 
came 666 days after Iranian Premier 
Mossadegh received dictatorial powers 
on August 11, 1952. And a solar 666 
measure extends from June 8 to April 
14, 1956, which will be 1260 days after 
the United States first tested its 
H-bomb (Chart IT). 

The Viet Minh Communists on 
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June 11 sealed off the Red River 
Delta in Indo-China. And in Wash- 
ington, five-Power military talks on 
Southeast Asia ended. The date was 
666 days after August 14, 1952 when 
headlines highlighted Communist ac- 
tivity in Nepal. 

The overthrow of Premier Laniel’s 
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French government on June 12 was a 
major setback to Anglo-American pol- 
icies in Europe and Asia. The Na- 
tional Assembly vote even further 
clouded the future of NATO and 
made more likely French appeasement 
moves in Indo-China. 

It is noteworthy indeed that the 
Laniel government fell precisely 7 x 
120 days (warning perfected) after the 
NATO army plan was approved on 
February 23, 1952. Significant too is 
the fact that June 12 was 1260 days 
solar before December 11, 1957, which 
closes a forty-year generation after the 
British entered Jerusalem (Chart I). 

In London, meanwhile, it was re- 
vealed that Russia and the Western 
Powers had rejected each other’s plans 
for world disarmament. 

Immediate repercussions to the 
Laniel government’s fall came from 
Germany. The Free Democratic Party, 
second strongest in pro-Western Chan- 
cellor Adenauer’s coalition, stepped 
up its campaign for establishment of 
diplomatic relations between Bonn 
and Moscow. They received quick 
support from the opposition Socialists 
who declared they “would welcome 
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relations with the Soviet 


normal 
Union.” 

This development ominously fore- 
shadowing new Communist gains came 
6 x 286 days after the Red Chinese 

vernment was proclaimed on Oc- 
tober 1, 1949. It also fell 1040 days 
lunar (fruition) after August 23, 1951 
when the Communists called off Ko- 
rean truce talks (Chart IV). 

New cease-fire proposals by Red 
Chinese Premier Chou En-lai on June 
16 averted collapse of the deadlocked 
Geneva conference. Continuance of 
the parley enabled the Communists 
to squeeze further advantage from 
Western disunity. The date was 1600 
days solar after Great Britain recog- 
nized the Chinese Red government 
and 1260 days solar after December 
16, 1950 when the United States de- 
clared a national emergency (Chart 
IV). 

Three June 18 developments intensi- 
fied global turmoil. Pierre Mendes- 
France became Premier of France 
after promising the National Assembly 
an end to the Indo-China war by 
July 20. In New York, the Soviet 
Union vetoed Thailand’s appeal for 
a UN peace patrol to observe the 
fighting in Indo-China. And on the 
same day anti-Communist forces in- 
vaded Guatemala to overthrow the 
Red regime of President Arbenz. 

These events came 10 x 286 days 
(perfection of displacement) after Au- 
gust 19, 1946, which brought both 
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the Yugoslav crisis and Red China’s 
mobilization order. June 18 was also 
666 days solar after August 11, 1952 
when Premier Mossadegh received 
dictatorial powers. And a 666-day 
interval extending forward from June 
18 terminates on April 14, 1956, which 
will be 1260 days after the first Ameri- 
can H-bomb test. 

Study of the material (bottom of 
Chart II) will show how many deli- 
cately-balanced phases are blended to 
carry forward the Divine process of 
global chastisement. 

The Geneva negotiators on June 19 
agreed on a procedure for restoring 
peace to Laos and Cambodia through 
direct negotiations of their military

commands with the Viet Minh. This 
was exactly 1600 days after Russia 
recognized the Viet Minh rebels in 
January 1950 (Chart I). June 19 was 
also 1290 days lunar before December 
11, 1957. 

Russia on June 20 vetoed a UN 
plan to refer Guatemala’s complaint 
against an anti-Communist invasion 
to the Organization of American 
States. This came shortly after Ameri- 
can Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge, 
Jr., had warned Russia to stay out of 
the Western Hemisphere. The Am- 
bassador overlooked the fact that no 
amount of diplomatic haranguing will 
wipe out the subversive network with 
which Russia has honeycombed Cen- 
tral and South America. 

June 20 fell 5 x 666 days after 
V-E Day, May 8, 1945, which marked 
the end of the European phase of 
World War II (not charted). 

On the eve of British-American 
talks in Washington, Foreign Secre- 
tary Anthony Eden called for a Lo- 
carno-type nonaggression pact to halt 
the Indo-China war and guarantee 
peace in Southeast Asia. This in the 
face of bitter experience, driven home 
over and over again by Communist 
actions, that the Kremlin leaders 
honor nonaggression pacts only while 
it suits their convenience. The bristling 
Eden statement in the House of Com- 
mons reduced to the vanishing point 
any hope of constructive agreement 
at the then-imminent Churchill-Eisen- 
hower conference. 

Also ominous for Britain and Amer- 
ica was the unprecedented two-hour 
conference held on June 23 between 
the Premiers of France and Communist 
China. Both declared the talks had 
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increased chances for an early peace 
in Indo-China. Meanwhile, seizure of 
a Russian tanker by Nationalist Chi- 
nese naval units heightened Far Eastern 
tension. 

It is appropriate indeed that these 
events fell precisely 7 x 270 days (birth 
travail perfected) after April 20, 1949 
when the Chinese civil war was 
resumed (top of Chart III). No less 
significant is the fact that they came 
1600 plus two days before November 
11, 1958, which closes a forty-year 
generation after the 1918 Armistice. 

Two important conferences began 
on June 25. In Washington, Prime 
Minister Churchill and President Eis- 
enhower met in an effort to ease major 
policy differences. Across the world, 
Prime Ministers Chou En-lai of Red 
China and Nehru of India began a 
series of secret conferences on the 
future of Southeast Asia. 

Meanwhile, the Security Council 
refused to consider UN intervention 
in the Guatemalan revolution. And 
Russia accused the United States of 
seizing the Soviet tanker which Na- 
tionalist China’s naval units inter- 
cepted earlier in the week. 

These developments opened what 
may well be the most fateful 1600 days 
of human history. Exactly that space 
or extent of judgment interval extends 
from June 25 to November 11, 1958, 
which relates particularly to the over- 
throw of the present Babylonian world 
order. 

Global travail was again the motif 
on June 26, a date 7 x 270 days after 
Red armies captured Nanking. It was 
disclosed that the Indo-Chinese state 
of Cambodia had asked for protection 
against Communist aggression through 
a defense pact with the United States. 
Alarmed by the trend toward appease- 
ment in Southeast Asia, the Cam- 
bodians wished to know whether the 
United States would help protect their 
independence, or whether they would 
be compelled to seek the best deal 
possible with Communist China (top 
of Chart IT). 

A solar 10 x 1260 period extending 
from June 28, 1919 (Versailles Treaty) 
marked June 27 for developments 
furthering global tribulation. The date 
brought elections in the German state 
of North Rhine Westphalia. Chancel- 
lor Konrad Adenauer’s Christian Dem- 
ocratic Party won, but lost consider- 
able strength to parties critical of his 
pro-Western policies (Chart III). In 
Guatemala, the anti-Communist in- 
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vasion forces outlawed the government 
of President Arbenz. Later in the day 
the president resigned. 

The Churchill-Eisenhower commu- 
nique, issued on June 28, disclosed an 
agreement to press for restoration 
of sovereignty to West Germany dur- 
ing the summer if France failed to 
approve the European Army Plan. 
However, the vague wording of the 
statement on Southeast Asia made it 
plain that the basic policy differences 
in that area remained unresolved. 

In the Far East, Red Chinese 
Premier Chou En-lai opened a con- 
ference with Burmese Premier U Nu. 
Earlier in the day a Chou-Nehru 
statement, reflecting the Chou “Asia 
for the Asians” philosophy, called for 
an Indo-China settlement creating 
free states “‘which shall not be used 
for aggressive purposes or be subject 
to foreign intervention.” 

These developments contrasting 
Eastern unity with Western disunity 
came on the fortieth anniversary of the 
Sarajevo assassination which led to 
World War I. Significant too is the 
1290-day desolation interval separat- 
ing them from the December 16, 1950 
U. S. declaration of national emerg- 
ency. They also fell 1040 days (fruition) 
after the Communists called off Ko- 
rean truce talks in August 1951 and 
7 x 120 days before October 15, 1956, 
which will be 420 plus two days before 
December 11, 1957 (Chart IV). 

Mortar, rifle and machine gun fire 
resounded in the streets of Jerusalem 
on June 30 as Israeli and Jordanian 
forces clashed intermittently along the 
demarcation line for several hours. 
This premonitory flare-up, foreshad- 
owing the warfare which will engulf 
Palestine at the judgment climax, 
came 10 x 1335 days after British 
forces entered Jerusalem in December 
1917. In addition, June 30 was 1260 
days before December 11, 1957, which 
will close a forty-year generation after 
the 1917 prophetic milepost. 

Other developments echoed the mo- 
tif of global tribulation. The new 
Guatemalan government, barely in 
office, was threatened by numerous 
Communist-instigated uprisings. And 
the London government announced 
plans for evacuating British civilians 
from imperiled Hanoi. 

The ferment throughout all Asia, 
the onsweep of Communist armies, is 
yet another tocsin to the watchers that 
the great climax is at the very doors. 
Before their eyes the words of the 


prophet Joel are coming to fulfillment: 


“Assemble yourselves, and come, all ye 
heathen, and gather yourselves together 
round about: thither the Lord shal] bring 
down thy mighty ones.” (Joel 3: 11, Marg.) 


Bereft of allies, confronted by in. 
numerable multitudes bent upon their 
extermination, the plight of America 
and the British Commonwealth wil] 
be dire indeed when the climactic 
moment arrives. Yet all the anguish 
and horror of that black hour could 
be averted if the Words of Life in the 
Bible had been cherished and studied. 
It is because the masses in Britain and 
America refuse to search out their 
Israelitish background, and accept 
the responsibilities devolving upon 
them because of it, that the imminent 
purgative ordeal now confronts them. 
And it is the same Bible which prom- 
ises them deliverance and _preserva- 
tion. 


“But to His People the Lord will be kind, 
And give help to all Israel’s sons 
Who acknowledge that I, Who Am Lire, 
am their Gop; 
Residing in Zion, on My Holy Hill. 
And Jerusalem then shall be sacred, — 
And foreigners no more oppress!” 
(Joel 4: 16-17, Ferrar Fenton Trans.)
